DISTRIBUTION, COMMERCIALIZATION OF OIL PRODUCTS ANALYZED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 15 Jan 83 p ll 


[Text] The domestic marketing and distribution of oil products is a 
vitally important job in any country. The need to constantly improve its 
organization to better satisfy the country's needs, both individually and 
collectively, is one of the main thrusts of this article. 


In speaking about the distribution and marketing of oil products, our focus 
will be on Sonangol, the government enterprise that currently has a virtual 


monopoly in this area. 


Of course, to have a monopoly in any field of activity does not automatically 
provide a solution to the problems that are naturally inherent in such a 
complex and huge job as assuring the supply of oil products essential to 
everyone in a country such as ours, where the most varied (negative) 
conditions are blended. 


In this article, we intend to analyze the situation of marketing and 
distribution on the basis of a series of recent reports that were kindly 
given to us by the Technical Office of the Oil Ministry. We should further 
point out that the information we will be referring to here was obtained from 
that ministry office by the officers in charge of marketing at Sonangol. 


Will Sonangol Be Able To Meet Domestic Needs? 


Before going into more specific questions, we would like to point out that 
there is a Deputy General Directorate for Marketing, under which come the 
Directorates for Domestic Distribution, Domestic Marketing, Aviation and 
External Marketing. The various agencies that Sonangol has throughout the 
country come under this Deputy General Directorate. 


It is on the basis of this organization chart that all the marketing 
and distribution activities that we will be reviewing in this article are 
processed. 


First of all, it is our opinion that the sector is characterized by an 
irregular and insufficient supply of fuels and lubricants to the interior 











of the country, despite a new fleet of vehicles including more than 200 
tankers (trucks and freight cars). 


With regard to this point, Sonangol officials explained that the company's 
distribution infrastructure is based on a n?tural report of the various 
transportation networks and vehicles, taking into account the volumes of 
products to be shipped from the Luanda refinery to the most outlying 
locations within the country. 


Thus, from the oil tankers that leave large quantities of fuels along the 
coast at the so-called maritime terminals, linkage is provided with the 
natural network into the interior of the country via the three major railway 
lines, along which can be found the entire network of Secondary Fuel Storage 
Facilities belonging to Sonangol, 


At this stage highway transport comes into play to move small quantities 
of fuels directly to the door of the consumer. 


In the opinion of these officials, to replace rail shipment by highway 
shipment would not be possible from any standpoint, ranging from efficiency 
and the amounts to be shipped to the intolerable cost of the operation. 


With the entry into operation of the fleet of tanker-trucks--and there are 
only about 100 18,000-liter vehicles to cover the long distances involved-- 
Sonangol is making a considerable effort to adapt. The company's structure 
has been considerably burdened by the large increase in its labor force, 
including drivers and assistants and mechanics, and by the increase in 
technical maintenance stations which will be set up throughout the country, 
requiring substantial investment. 


In conclusion, and in response to Sonangol's challenge to supply the entire 
country, we can say that although considerable improvements have been 

made in the past 2 years, it will not be possible, given the currert state of 
affairs in the country, to substantially improve the shortages of fuel 

and lubricants, particularly at the most distant locations in the interior. 


Another point wort! mentioning is related to the increase in sales. One 
question remains, however, in this field. 


Does this increase in sales reflect actual consumption of fuels and 
lubricants, implying improvements in national distribution, or is it only 
the result of warehousing and other factors? 


The reply naturally comes from the person in charge and is affirmative. 


There has in fact been a considerable improvement in national distribution, 
particularly since the new tanker trucks and freight cars began operating. 


As for warehousing, this hypothesis does not hold because the volumes 
handled are so large that they could not be "hidden" anywhere, particularly 














in the case of fuels. For lubricants, this could be true, but to a very 


minor extent. 


[The Status of the Luanda Refinery and our Dependence on Foreign Markets 





We would now like to turn to the situation at the Luanda Refinery. At 

times it produces too much and at times not enough, in comparison with the 
domestic demand for certain products, so sometimes it is necessary to resort 
to exports and sometimes to imports, depending on the situation. 


Let's first take a look at exports and see what types of products are 
involved, to where and under what conditions. 


The main export products are crude oil and fuel oil. Current contracts 

for the sale of crude oil by Sonangol are with American, Brazilian and Spanish 
companies. These are all one-year contracts that can be automatically 
renewed. Prices are reviewed quarterly, in an attempt to reflect at all 

times the situation on the international market. 


Small amounts of derivatives are exported to the People's Republic of the 
Congo and to the Democratic Republic of Sao Tome and Principe. 


Having dealt with exports, let's look at the same aspects of imports. 


Because of a shortage in the refinery's production of certain items for 
domestic consumption, we have had to import part of our liquid petroleum 
zas (household gas) and part of the gas oil consumed internally. 


[Imports of these products come from many different sources, as suppliers 
are selected by international bidding. 


Gas import contracts are for one year and the prices are published in 
PLATT'S based on the Mediterranean. As for gas oil, the buying is done on 
the spot market on the basis of our shortages, as the demand is more difficult 


to predict. 


In relation again to liquid petroleum gas (LPG) (household gas), the 
Luanda Refinery is currently producing 65 percent of what is consumed 
domestically, having improved its production in the past 2 years. 


Sonangol, which has the gas monopoly in the country, in 1981 attained the 
volume of gas treated in 1973, i.e., 21 million kilos, and the estimate 


for last year was 24 million kilos. 


A quick look at the distribution of lubricants shows us that with the 
acquisition of Shells's "Blending" in 1981, production was increased by about 
156 percent over 1980, making Sonangol more independent in supplying this 
product. This enabled it to overcome certain problems related to its 
dependence on multinationals for supplies, such as constant rundowns in the 
stock of basic oils and additivies, a shortage of packaging, etc. 








The situation is still not completely normal, however, and we are still 
dependent on foreign supplies to a certain extent. The reasons for the 
production shortfalls are administrative and bureaucratic problems, 
including a certain inefficiency and a lack of initiative. Other problems 
are related more to the packaging sector, which does not in the least meet 
production requirements. 


The current distribution of lubricants is programmed at national level, 
and is hampered by the major difficuJ*ies encountered in surface and ocean 


transport. 
Sales Prices and the Network for Resale to the Public 


In this last chapter of our rounds of the marketing and distribution circuits 
for oil products in our country, we will begin by indicating the structure of 
selling prices to the public and the reasons for the differences from one 
place to the next, in reference to current prices for gasoline, gas oil, 

gas, petroleum and fuel, 


The price structure takes into account the refinery's costs, official taxes 
and tariffs, distributing costs, freight charges and profit margins 
as stipulated by law. 


As regards price differences between various locations, these are based on 
transport problems, which weigh heavily in this area. 


It is feasible to standardize prices, but this would naturally have to 
result from an extensive study and any decision along these lines would have 
to be made by the economic leaders. As for the current selling prices, they 
should also be reviewed, since they have been the same for more than 10 


years. 


With regard to the resale network, Sonangol has made considerable efforts to 
overhaul and improve it, and the results can be seen in a number of cities 
in the country. However, there are many problems involved in maintaining 

or improving what has been done, resulting from a shortage of manpower 

and material resources. 


A great effort in this area is being directed to highway transport needs, 
and in the main centers and on the highways most of the positions 

are being regained. The main obstacles to this effort are capable 
concessionaires, security of the premises, and mainly the priorities to be 
assigned in relation to existing means. 


At present, preference is being given to a recycling project involving the 
concessionaires and their employees, as a first step towards improving the 
quality of the service rendered to the public.

TRADE WITH BRAZIL TO INCREASE, 1980-82 YIGURES

[Text] Trade between Angola and Brazil tends to grow since the two countries 
are interested in stepping up their exchange, as was recently reported to 
ANGOP [ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY] by a source assigned to the Brazilian Embassy 
in Luanda, 


Brazil purchases mostly petroleum from Angola [illegible words in original } 
1960 and 1981 [illegible words in original] Angolan exports to the Brazilian 
market came to $110,350,000 and $155,875,000, respectively. 


In 1980, Brazil sold Angola goods worth a total of $118,679,000; the following 
year, this figure dropped to $106,962,000. 


During the first half of 1982, Brazil sold Angola products worth $46,894,000. 
The following stand out among the renge of Brazilian goods imported by Angola: 
Automobiles and accessories, food products, chemical and pharmaceutical 
products, medications, railroad cars, and fuel storage tanks. 


Trade relations between the two countries are "quite good" and are heading 
toward [illegible words in original]. It suffices to note that Brazil, in 
1981, was among Angola's main suppliers. In turn, Angola in 1980 was Brazil's 
third-ranking African customer, following Nigeria and Algeria. 


In addition to the cultural bonds linking the two countries, this situation is 
explained by the fact that Brazil is quite interested in stepping up its com- 
merce witn economically complementary countries. 


It is noted that, at a certain point, there was a shortage on the Angolan 
market of some products of Brazilian origin, primarily food items. This hap- 
pened, for example, in the case of the 'Mosteiro’’ wine whose imports were 


suspended by the Angolan government due to its poor quality. 


The high cost of some Brazilian products, compared to prices paid to other 
suppliers of Angola, also contributed to the disappearance of certain goods 


of Brazilian origin on the Angolan market. 


Concerning exports of services to Angola, Brazil is also contemplating the 
possibility of stepping this effort up. Brazilian enterprises, such as PROJEX, 




















BRASPETRO [PETROBRAS International, Inc], VARIG [Brazilian Air Lines], and 
Pao de Acucar, are operating in Angola. It should likewise be noted that, 
after overcoming its difficulties, the Brazilian enterprise SISAL pledged to 
finish the Presidente Hotel shortly. 


After reyaining the confidence of Angolan authorities, SISAL will also be 
able to participate in other hotel unit remodeling projects in Angola, 
according to various observers. 





Still looking at the item of services to be rendered, Brazi! starting this 
year expects to participate in the construction of the Capanda Hydroelectric 
Power Plant, in Malanje. The overall project for this power plant was 
entrusted to the Soviet enterprise Tekhnoeksport whereas the civil engineering 
construction part was awarded to the Brazilian firm of Norberto Odebresht.

CHURCH RELATIONS WITH MPLA IMPROVE, WORSEN WITH UNITA

[text] Relations between the MPLA-Labor Party (in power) and the Angolan 
Catholic Church have come through a certain "period of mutual lack of con- 
fidence and have now reached an arrangement of silent influence-sharing," 
AFP |FRENCH PRESS AGENCY] was told in Luanda by a religious spokesman who 
prefers to remain anonymous. 


The climate of tension experienced during the first few years of independence, 
when the nationalization of education hit the Church hard, with the subsequent 
expropriation of church establishments, has today changed in Angola to a 
certain type of silent coexistence between the two social structures. 


"Due to its ideological choice, there were never any conflicts between the 
Church and the party,'' but there was indeed a certain amount of friction with 
political personalities who "did not represent the opinion of the top party 
leadership," said a Luanda parish priest. 


"The Angolan Church had to adjust in terms of its organizational structure," 
said a Portuguese father who has lived in Angola for more than 10 years. 


Disappointment 


Although admitting that it may be necessary to make concessions in terms of 
coexistence with the Marxist authorities, some fathers in the country's in- 
terior, facing typical wartime situations, are not concealing their disappoint- 
ment regarding what they refer to as "compromising silence." 


"There is nobody in the religious hierarchy in Luanda who would speak out 
when our seminars and residences are used as barracks for soldiers," a father 
in Moxico, in the country's eastern part, told AFP. 


Observers in Luanda note that UNITA [National Union for the Total Independence 
of Angola} (the opposition movement headed by Jonas Savimbi) has begun to 
cirect its actions against religious targets in recent months, accusing the 
Catholic Church of not representing the faith of all Angolans. 











"It is very difficult in a war zone to get people to understand the role of 
strict neutrality," a religious in Huambo, in the country's center, said 
"but this is the road on which we are although we may be put under pressure 
by both sides." 


It is recalled that the Catholic Church represents 2.7 million persons out of 
a population of around 7 million.

PORTUGAL TO HELP REPAIR DAM, OIL REFINERY 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 22 Jan 83 p l 


[Text] Lisbon--The Belgian "Petrofina" company and the Portuguese company 
SOREFAME agreed in Brussels on the terms of the contract for work on the 
renewal of the Luanda Refinery and the terms of this agreement are already 

in the hands of PETRANGOL [Angola Petroleum Company] and the Angolan Petroleum 
Ministry, ANGOP [ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY] in Luanda was told by Carlos Melancia, 
chairman of the board of directors of SOREFAME. 


In the official's opinion, it is probable that work on the project for the 
repair and renewal of the refinery's fuel depots, destroyed, as we know, by 
a criminal action carried out by South Africa, may start the moment the 
agreement has been ratified by the Angolan party. 


In accordance with this agreement, SOREFAME will perform a job budgeted at 

about 1.2 million contos. Carlos Melancia estimated that the time necessary 

for carrying out the project would be one year and said that about 40 Portuguese 
technicians would go to Luanda in this connection. 


The first phase of the work to be done will involve the construction of the 
support yard for the structures that are to be installed the moment the agree- 


ment has been signed by all parties. 


Carlos Melancia, who is also one of the coordinators of the Portuguese con- 
sortium hired for the project to raise the height of the Cambambe Dam, told 

us also that the "general contract" for this project was also forwarded to 
Luanda eight days ago; attached to it are the minutes of the financing contract 
(to be handled by a group of Portuguese banks) as well as the supply contract 
for the petroleum sectors of Angola and Portugal. 


As we had an opportunity to note earlier, the total value of the project to 
raise the height of the Cambambe Dam comes to $150 million. 


Angola will take care of 50 percent of that amount through shipments of 
petroleum to Portugal and the necessary commitments have already been under- 
taken for this purpose by PETROGAL [Portuguese Petroleum], the Portuguese 
enterprise which will get the Angolan petroleum. 


This .Portuguese-Angolan cooperation project is considered, both in Angola and 
in Portugal, as the most important bilateral undertaking assumed by the two 
governments.

MINISTER OF FOREIGN AFiAIRS DISCUSSES RELATIONS WITH LIBYA 
Tunis LA PRESSE DU TUNISIE in French 20 Feb 83 p 8 


[interview with Idriss Miskine, minister of foreign affairs, by Y.S.: time 
and place of interview not specified] 


[Excerpt] Idriss Miskine, minister of foreign affairs, 
answered our questions with feeling, taking care to 
give complete answers. 


However, there are still some points in his replies 
that remaii obscure, just as we found in the inter: 
view granted us by Hissene Habre and published in 
Our newspaper in its edition of 23 December 1982. 
Our goal in publishing the entire text of this in- 
terview is to give the reader another piece of evi- 
dence in a dossier that is far from closed. 


[Question] You have been through 17 years of civil war; one of your most ur- 
gent priorities remains the strengthening of national unity. This watchword 
has become the slogan, and then the dream of all Chadians. How do you see the 
prospects tor reconciliation following the seizure of power by the team to 
which you belong? 


[Answer] Precise prospects I think is saying a little too much. For now, what 
we are envisaging is to get Chadians at all levels, by all possible means, to 
be reconciled with themselves and those close to them. With themselves above 
all: they must rise above, they must forget the resentments. This reconcilia- 
tion must above all be one of minds and hearts. Each Chadian must transcend 
everything he nas in him, to think only of a Chad without which no Chadian can 
exist. That Chad, as you know, harbors immense wealth, and so is the object of 
many covetous feelings. 


[Question] In what way, exactly, does the seizure of power by the FAN (\orth- 
ern Armed Forces] on 7 June 1982 favor this reconciliation you are talking 
about? 


[Answer] Today, after almost 13 years, security is real, even though it is 
relative. A Chadian can circulate freely from village to village without hav 
ing his life or property threatened. Before we came to power, to take a trip

it was necessary to have a military escort. Today for the first time a mer- 
chant can take his products or his passengers and go wherever he wants to. 


liowever, L confess that we are having enormous difficulties and we will sur- 
mount them only by transcending ourselves, putting aside what is superfluous 
and devoting ourselves to what is indispensable: that national unity which was 
acquired at such expense. 


[Question] Has it been "acquired," this unity? From an international and in- 
ter-African point of view, it seems to me that you are still isolated; the 
neighboring countries or those wishing to support you are still being careful. 
Moreover, 1 observe your movement toward neighbors like Egypt and the Sudan; 
are you not afraid that the alliance with those two countries separates you 
trom the whole ot the Arab world? 


[Answer] It is necessary to be politically realistic. We can't choose our 
neighbors, but we no longer want to bow down under pressure, whatever its na- 
ture or wherever it comes from. 


Ji the other hand, our alliances can no longer dictate what path we are to fol- 
low. thus, we have no very special alliance with the Sudan. Of course, its 
geographic position and the ethnic composition of its population makes for priv- 
ileged relations between us. Historically, it 1s a country that has been of 
enormous help to Chad and the FROLINAT was founded on Sudanese soil. And the 
Front made its entry into Chad by way of the East with the total support of the 
Sudanese government at the time. 


As for kgypt, it 1s true that our relations with that country have been expan- 
ded, but this is a nation that we have very uch loved throughout history; it 
is one of the cradles of civilization. The first ulemas in Chad were trained 


in Lyypt. 


it is only because of those considerations that we are seeking to activate our 
relations with those two countries. 


[Question] vo you picture--despite the difficulties and the almost utopian 
nature of such a hypothesis--a dialogue with Libya? 


{Answer} We have always wanted, by means of dialogue, by peaceful means, a 
positive understanding on the part of the Libyans of the traditional relations 
that have always existed between our two states. Cultural and historic rela- 
tions. We must not forget that many Chadians went to Libya to help our neigh- 
bors in their fight against the Italians. Today, because Libya is strong and 
wealthy it believes that Chad can't prosper without it. To answer your ques- 
tion clearly, I would say that we very sincerely want to have normal relations 
with Libya, based on neighborliness, respect and the principles of internation- 
al ethics. 


[Question] Let's talk about other friendships: you have been criticized for 
seeking refuge more and more closely with European "protectors," with France, to 
be precise, and for moving away from the principles of non-alignment, which are 
also the principles of the OAU. 


ll 











iAnswer} Be even more precise and say that we are agents of French imperi- 
alism! Where is the truth in all of that? We arrived at 7 June, the country 
wus destroyed, no economic or social institution was functioning, the people 
were dying ot hunger and drought was raging. We launched an appeal to all hu- 
manity to save the lives of the thousands of starved people. The United 

States responded favorably; France made arrangements to transport provisions 

to the areas that were most affected, where dozens of deaths were occurring ev- 
ery day. 


[n what way could we be accused of being pro-French or pro-American? It is a 
lite-or-death provlem. 


For the rest, we observe the UN Charter and we practice a normal, real and ef- 
fective non-alignment. 


Tne country nceds capital, whether it comes from the United States, trom France 
or the Arab countries, but that doesn't mean we are being dragged along by any 
of the powers. 


{Question} Tne intransigence of principle that you showed during the Tripoli 
summit remains one of ti.e primary reasons for the OAU's failure to bring its 
meeting togetner. Wnat ao you see as the future of the Pan-African Organiza- 


tion after that failure? 


{Answer} To say we were intransigent, that's false! I believe principles are 
made by men; they can either make them rigid or now and then they can soften 
them. he could accept any compromise in the interest of the OAU. But we re- 
fuse to accept a diktat, and they were proposing one. 


{Question} The Libyan position--which is also supported by other African 
states, minority states of course!--was, 1t seems to me, a little more quali- 
tied than you would have us think: the Libyans are said to be devoted to the 
GUNT [Transitional National Union Government] and not to the legitimacy which 
is now yours de facto, and which represents only a single group among the ]1 
groups that signed the Lagos agreements. 


[Answer] On that problem, I am going to be clear: of course, the Lagos agree- 
ments sanction 11] groups that allowed the formation of the GUNT with a president 
whose mandate is to implement peace and reconciliation and form an integrated 
national army. That mandate was to expire in 18 months. 


Now, at the end of that period this government failed. The war continued more 
than ever. Kemember that Goukouni himself stated in Nairobi (LE MONDE, & April 
198l--editor's note) that the Lagos agreements were outmoded, null and void, 
and that he had become the only person responsible for the country's destiny. 
And ne also invested himself with the title of president of the republic by 
virtue of a simple declaration on 10 May 1982.

SECRETARY OF STATE SUPERVISING PAYMENT OF CIVIL SERVANTS' SALARIES

[Excerpt] Moise eral, secretary of state of the interior and of security, 

is continuing his visit to the prefectures of the southern part of the 
country, where he is supervising the payment of salaries of the government 
officials serving in that area. During his visit to Sarh, where the secretary 
of state received the local press, a detailed balance sheet covering his 
efforts was given out. According to this document, 400 million CFA francs 
were paid today [8 February] to about 6,000 government employees in the 
region. Moise Beram will visit Tandjile and then Mayo-Kebbi, concluding his 
trip. 


Asked by our colleagues from Radio-Sarh, the secretary of the interior end 

of security emphasized the importance of the activity which he is supervising 
in this part of the country. Since the formation of the government this 

was listed as one of the principal priorities. The payment of the 

salaries of government employees, which had fallen behind by 2 years, has now 
been accomplished, despite the many difficulties the country is going through. 
The secretary of state said that this effort should be seen on its merits, 
both in terms of the government employees as well as other social groups in 
the area. Moise Beral said this effort is now seen in this way, and noted 
with satisfaction a clear change in the attitude of the people, including the 
government employees. While reassuring the government employees who had 

been left on their own by the preceding government, the government's effort 
clearly refutes the biased rumors spread by the enemies of the Chadian people. 


The secretary of state of the interior and of security recalled in the course 
of his visit that it is up to the government employees to respond to the 
efforts made by the government. They can do that by resuming all of their 
normal activities in order to allow Chad to display once again its prewar 
appearances.

MAYO-KEBBI BUSINESSMEN MAKE CONTRIBUTION TO CCFAN

[Excerpts] Businessmen belonging to the Mayo-Kebbi section of the ONCT 
(National Organization of Chadian Merchants) yesterday [11 February] 
contributed 3,071,400 CFA francs to the Command Council of the Armed Forces 
of the North [CCFAN]. In a communique to the press signed by the executive 
secretary of the CCFAN the council thanked the Chadian merchants, both 
Chadian businessmen in general and those from the Moyo-Kebbi area in 
particular, for their patriotic efforts. 


The payment of substantial sums of money, raised through individual 
contributions, is a concrete action resulting from the mobilization of the 


merchants behind their national movement. 


The council communique stated in part: ''The CCFAN encourages and 
congratulates these businessmen who, despite the difficulties affecting 

their area of activity, made use of their slender means to come to the aid 

of the FAN [Armed Forces of the North]. The financial assistance by the Mayo- 
Kebbi businessmen was accompanied by a motion of support which further 
explained the reasons which motivated this contribution: 


"'To the representative of the President of the CCFAN: 


'We, all active supporters of the FAN within the Mayo-Kebbi section of the 
National Organization of Chadian Merchants, following the example of our 
associates in other areas of Chad, have just made a modest contribution to 
the CCFAB [as printed; presumably CCFAN].

GERMAN FERRY RFPAIRS--A team of German technicians arrived 


vesterday [7 February] in Ndjamena to undertake repairs 
on the terry connecting the capital to Kousseri. Placed in service by the 


United Nations Development Program, this ferry will enable shipping tons 
of food in transit in Cameroon. Its entry into operation will speed up 
the transport of food for people threatened with famine. The arrival of 
the German specialists is in the framework of humanitarian aid by the 
Federal Republic of Germany to facilitate the transportation of food to 
Ndjamena. With the repair of the ferry and the different commitments made 
by organizations belonging to the United Nations, such as the UNCDF [United 
Nations Capital Development Fund], a significant problem is in the course 
of being resolved. This will allow the Ministry for the Struggle Against 
Natural Calamities to intensify its activities in the provinces.

SOFALA CROP FAILURES DUE TO DROUGHT, EMERGENCY MEASURES 
Beira DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE in Portuguese 19 Jan 83 p 3 


[Text] The worst drought in the last 50 years, which is now devastating the 
central and southern portions of the nation, has destroyed thousands of hec- 
tares of cultivated land planted to cereals in the province of Sofala. 


The scourge, which has touched the entire province, has affected especially 
the crops regarded as belonging to those planted first, namely, corn, sorghum 
and rice. Included as well were other crops such as peanuts, cotton and 
garden vegetables belonging to the family, cooperative and state sectors. 


A team of reporters of the DM [DIARIO DE MOCAMBIQUE], which visited several 
farms, verified that in the units of Metuchira, Mecuzi, Muda and Tica, which 
form part of the state enterprises for Sofala cotton and agriculture, the 
corn planted was stunted and dried up because of the lack of rain. Cotton, 
which is more resistant to this sort of natural calamity, was also :eriously 
affected, since the cotton plant, which should grow to a height of more than 
One and a half meters, has at the present time reached a height of between 
approximately 30 and 40 centimeters. 


Contacted briefly by our paper and asked for a statement about possible al- 
ternative steps that might be taken in an effort to deal with the present 
Situation, Major Solomone Machaque, manager of the Metuchira Production Unit, 
said only that "the situation is so chaotic that I have no suggestion to 

make except prompt financial aid and a general mobilization of the popula- 


tion." 


Meanwhile, official sources are discussing the possibility of promoting gar- 
den crops with priority for tubers, especially potatoes and cassava, the in- 
troduction of irrigation and making use of the lowlands and areas that are 
near watercourses and retain moisture for a relatively long period. 


At the same time, an appeal is being made to the population to step up, with 
the means they have at hand locally, the planting of sweet potatoes and cas- 
Sava, as well as to prepare to introduce second period crops as a remedy in 
the emergency, so as to lessen the effects of the scourge that is sweeping 


the country. 
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A Calamity Devastating All of Southern Africa 


It must be remembered that this prolonged drought is also affecting the en- 
tire southern zone of the African continent. As an example, it has been re- 
ported that cereal production in South Africa has dropped from 16 million to 
4 million tons and already about 54,000 head of cattle have perished. 


In our country, the regions affected include areas in almost all the prov- 
inces with the exception of Niassa de Cabo Delgado and Upper Zambezia, where 
the situation is normal. The central and southern portions of the territory 
are in particular the major victims of the lack of rainfall. The zones af- 
fected cover areas representing about one quarter of the national production 
of cereals and other foodstuffs and their pasture lands, now "dead," former- 
ly fed 70 percent of the cattle raised by individual famil’es. 


The most recent government estimates made public by the Miiister of Domestic 
Commerce, Aranda da Silva, show that about 100,000 tons of cereals, with 
reference to the harvest forecasts of the agricultural campaign of last year, 
are regarded as lost because of the drought. And the total number of citi- 
zens directly affected by the phenomenon is about 4 million, representing 
approximately 925,000 families.

LOAN AGREEMENT SIGNED WITH DENMARK FOR 184 MILLION METICAIS 
Maputo DOMINGO in Portuguese 30 Jan 83 p 16 


[Text] An agreement on a loan to be made to Mozambique by the Kingdom of 
Denmark was signed in Maputo yesterday by the ministers of foreign affairs 
of the two countries, Joaquim Chissano and Uffe Ellemann Jensen respective- 
ly. The loan, in the amount of 40 million Danish kroner (approximately 184 
million meticais), is earmarked to finance economic development projects of 
the RPM [People's Republic of Mozambique]. 


This is the second agreement of the kind and as was emphasized at the cere- 
mony held at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, is within the framework of the 
traditional cooperation and cordial relations between the two countries. 

The first agreement, signed 5 years ago, was also earmarked to finance devel- 
Opment projects in our country, namely in the field of providing a water 
supply to the rural areas. According to the Danish minister of foreign af- 
fairs, on the basis of the conclusions of a group of experts which evaluated 
the results of the previous agreement last November, the money was put to 
good use. Uffe Jensen also said that he appreciated the complexity of the 
problems involved in our development, stating that Denmark is ready to as- 
sist the RPM to the extent of its capabilities. 


In turn, Joaquim Chissano, our minister of foreign affairs, recalled that 
relations between the two countries date back to the days of our struggle for 
independence and he declared that we would always know how to make proper use 
of the loans or gifts bestowed upon us by other countries, for we know the 


spirit in which they grant them to us. 


"We feel that our countries are equally great," he said at a later point, re- 
ferring to the nature of the two peoples and not to the geographical size of 
the territories. He added that the Danish people, by their spirit, conduct 

and cooperation with the countries that are, however, large in size... [forig- 


inal unintelligible]. 


"This loan," he said in concluding, "will contribute not only to the improve- 
ment of the living conditions of our pecple, but also to the strengthening of 
relations between the two countries." The Danish minister of foreign affairs, 
leaving Masero, arrived in Maputo late in the morning for the purpose of 
personally initialing the loan agreement, then in the afternoon continued on 
to Dar-es-Salaam. Present at the signing of the agreement were Hans Adolf 
Blering, ambassador of the Kingdom of Denmark in Mozambique and Valeriano 
Ferrao, secretary of state for foreign affairs.

NEW ORGANIZATION FRESAMO OPPOSES MNR, FRELIMO 
Lisbon EXPRESSO in Portuguese 29 Jan 83 pp 20-21 
[Article by Joaquim Vieira: "The Second Battle"] 


[Text] A former FRELIMO military commander announces his 
return to fight not only against his former movement 
but also against the main opposition group in Mozambique. 


Just 10 years ago, the name of a Mozambican, suddenly transformed into a kind 
of hero, rilled the pages of Portuguese newspapers: Zeca Caliate, as he was 
known, had just deserted from the ranks of the FRELIMO (where he held the 
high position of military sector commander), surrendering to the colonial 
authorities. Although it was just a one-man act, this surrender was exploited 
by the regime in Lisbon as a useful and effective propaganda instrument at a 
moment when the war in Mozambique was being stepped up. This was no minor 
affair: “he administration of Marcelo Caetano could indeed rejoice over an 
abandonment which left 1,200 guerrilla fighters in the forest without command 
and which paralyzed FRELIMO operations in an area as sensitive as the one 
where Portuguese authorities were trying to build the Cabora Bassa dam. 


A native of Milange, in the Province of Zambezia, Zeca Caliate was then a 
young man of 25 but he already had a long career of 10 years of militancy be- 
hind him in the FRELIMO; recruited at the time the movement was founded in 
1963, he had his baptism of fire a year later, the day the war started (25 
September 1964); he withdrew all the way to Tanzania when the first phase of 
the struggle in his province failed; he was in a training camp under the 
command of Samora Machel, he served 12 months in the personal guard of Eduardo 
Mondlane, he opened a new military front in the Province of Tete, where he 
was promoted to chief of operations, he attended a course for high-level 
commanders, directed by Chinese instructors, he once again joined the rear 
guard, he entered Mozambique for more combat, he left again, and finally, 
early during the 1970's he established himself with his men in the province 
of Tete (3rd Military Sector) where he opened the new guerrilla zone. On 16 
June 1973, in that same region, he laid his weapons down before Portuguese 
military personnel. Then he surrounded himself with silence. 


But Zeca Caliate now is once again trying to get people to speak his nane. Here 
is why: he is calling himself one of the top leaders of an opposition movement 
to the current Mozambican regime--called FRESAMO (Mozambique Salvation Front) 
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--tor which he is currently a kind of itinerant spokesman for the European 


countries, 
Dissidence 


Zeca Caliate's first stop in his lengthy travels throughout Western countries 
in search of support ror FRESAMO is Portugal. Here he lived and worked for 
many years, after abandoning the FRELIMO and Mozambique and here he can 
establish his network of contacts. Here likewise he is getting ready to 


record his most recent activities. 


Reasons ot an ideological nature, as he says, are behind his disagreements 
with FRELiIMO. He accuses Samora Machel of being involved in directing "a 
communist regime" and of having "diverted the movement toward Marxism" after 
the assassination of Mondlane. "When I joined the FRELIMO,"" he explains, 
"there was a policy of nonalignment--the movement was able to receive help 
both from the West and the East. But, starting in 1970, the FRELIMO began 
to receive aid mostly from the USSR and to train many of its cadres there. 


I found out that the FRELIMO had deviated from the idea of Mozambique serving 


all men." 


This is the explanation which Zeca Caliate gives today for his desertion. But 
it is easy to discover that this attitude is also made up of reasons of a 
personal nature: First of all, because the FRELIMO demanded that he explain 
the fact that one of his aides died in a trap laid by Portuguese commandos; 
next, because a deserter from the Special Commando Groups (native troops), 
who surrendered to his forces, was executed by firing squad by the FRELIMO 
on charges of being an enemy agent who had infiltrated (Caliate himself said 
about him that "he was an adventurer, with an attitude that was not good for 
FRELIMO"). The former Mozambican guerrilla commander always attributed a 
political character to these episodes. He does the same thing regarding the 
"persecutions" which, he maintains, too’: place within the movement against 


Zambezian commanders (such as he). 
The Mozambique National Resistance 


The political arguments which Caliate is using to dissociate himself from 
FRELIMO are nothing new. It is, by the way, exclusively on the same basis 

that the MNR (Mozambique National Resistance Movement) has for years been 
finding reasons to justify its existence. At first sight, it is rather 

Strange that Zeca Caliate is not purely and simply a member in the ranks of the 
MNR, especially since there appears to be no basic political difference 
separating him from that organization. 


The fact is that he was in that organization for some time. The only trouble is 
he did not like what he saw and he decided to get out. 


All of this began in 1977, when Caliate was contacted in Portugal by the 
European Orlando Cristina, a former assistant to the recently deceased Jorge 
Jardim (one of the men with most interests in colonial Mozambique) and who 
from the very beginning was the real grey eminence of the "Resistance." 
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Cristina took the former guerrilla to what then was Rhodesia, setting him up 
in his own home in the European part of Salisbury. 


As Caliate tells the story, he felt a little bit @Whkwaru at that time; he 
was the only black inhabitant of a luxurious section of whites; he was dis- 
criminated against because of his skin color during a party which Cristina 
gave in his home. But, in spite of the fact "that he felt rather badly about 
that, because Cristina spoke in terms of being a nationalist," he decided to 
continue. 


A few days later, his host introduced him to a Rhodesian army official (an 
Englishman by the name of Jack Bery) who took him to meet other Mozambican 
opposition members in a military training camp near the border town of Umtali. 
Trained by two European instructors, whom Caliate called Dany (English) and 
Chico Guerreiro (Portuguese), the Mozambicans trained for 12 days with anti- 
Mugabe groups who were carrying out raids into Mozambique against the forces 
of ZANU [Zimbabwe Atrican National Union]. Several South African cfficers 


also went through that camp, but only as observers. 
Lack of Discipline 


The Rhodesians (who, Caliate explains, were the real political leaders of the 
"Resistance" at that time) appointed the former FRELIMO commander to lead one 
of the first two groups to infiltrate into Mozambique. 


Zeca Caliate however pointed up the general lack of discipline which, in his 
opinion, would threaten the movement's objectives. In a report on that 

phase of his activities which he wrote later on, he observed: "When I tried 
to maintain discipline in the group, nobody wanted to obey. During off- 

duty hours, I tried to talk to the personnel along intellectual lines. I always 
tried to make them understand the need for having us select the armed way as 
tne only way to the liberation of our people. I also told them about the 
importance of our reconnaissance mission which we were going to carry out 
atter completing our training because it was our hope for the future, because 
we needed bases for the Resistance in the country's interior. But nobody 

was interested in my concern with this matter." 


During their training, Caliate had contact with Andre Matade Massangaissc, 

the first commander of the MNR and, as he disclosed, one of the two who arrived 
at the conclusion that they could not get along with Orlando Cristina. 
"Cristina was about to establish contact with the forces of tle Resistance," 


said Caliate. 


This happened at a point when combined Mozambican and Rhodesian commandos would 
frequently cross the border with the objective of attacking the ZANU forces. 
"At the end of my training course," Caliate continues, "I told the Rhodesians 
that this struggle of entering, attacking, and running had no meaning. lI 
thought that we should establish ourselves in the interior of Mozambique to 


develop our own strategy. The Rhodesians approved." 














Instructions from Rhodesia 


la spite of the lack of discipline, Zeca Caliate in May 1978 managed to organize 
4 group ot several tens of men to penetrate the Mozambican Province of Tete. 

But it was the Rhodesians who outlined the mission. In this case, the objec- 
tives to be attained were spelled out by a major from the army of lan Smith. 
Caliate himself tells us what happened in his report: 


"5 May 1978. I and the other group leaders were summoned to report to the 
major so that he would brief us on the mission. He told us this: (1) I am 
leaving today for the interior of your country. Your mission is to carry out 

a very cetailed reconnaissance on the situation of the Popular Forces; 

(2) reconnoiter the places which ZANU members frequent--and if you see them 
there, you can attack them; (3) establish contact with the local population 

and talk to tie people about the Resistance and about the name of Maj Andre 
Matade; (4) let the people know that Resistance is fighting to change the 
Machelista regime and, after the Resistance has won its struggle, it will 
establish bonds of triendship with its neighbors; (5) whenever possible, vou 
can recruit men for the ranks of the Resistance but never recruit small men 

or old men. We were urged not to talk in the name of any other organization 

in talking politics to the people. Finally, they showed us a map of Mozambique 
and indicated the march route to us." 


Just 5 days later, tne group reached the military post of Chioco which at that 
time was already an important bastion for the Portuguese army. The proximity 
of enemy forces discouraged several members of the MNR who suggested to Zeca 
Caliate that they return to the border. But the commander tried to carry out 
the mission to the end: A patrol from the FRELIMO had just been attacked 

and one of its members was killed after falling into the hands of the ''Resis- 
tance."’ There was nothing further to report on this mission because, in 

view of the response from the forces of Samora Machel, the unit fled ina 

more or less disorderly fashion to the border. 


Disillusionment 


Zeca Caliate was disillusioned. "There were many difficulties with the men of 
the Resistance," he explains. ''They had no ideology and no objectives. They 
kill to live and to return to Rhodesia. They were disorderly and undisciplined. 
They began to break and run the moment FRELIMO began to strike back." 


Politically, Caliate considered the MNR only a group in the service of the 
interests of Lan Smith, with Orlando Cristina serving as transmission belt. 
To prove that, he displavs a letter which the former assistant to Jorge Jar 
wrote to him several months later, stating: "It is the Rhodesians who pay m 
tor my stay here and who take care of the Mozambicans who fight in the interior 
of Mozambique. Without that aid, we would all be in Lisbon, talking in the 
cafes, with our unreaiistic dreams of struggle. We can organize the guerrilla 
fight neither in South Africa nor in Malawi. The guerrilla struggle has been 
possible onlv through Rhodesia, under the limited conditions established by 
Mozambican authorities." 
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But, under these conditions, Caliate was not interested in continuing: "At the 
end of 1978, I returned to Portugal, looking for a job in the hope of some 
day meeting nationalists who defend the just cause of Mozambique." 


A tew days later, Caliate received news of the death of Andre Matade under 
somewhat strange circumstances which he does not hesitate to tie in with the 
desire of Jorge Jardim to strengthen his control over the military wing of 
the MNR. 


After Zimbabwe became independent in 1980, the "Resistance" moved to South 
Africa where, according to Caliate, it was "subjugated by the regime in 
Pretoria." For him, the situation was the same that he had experienced in 
what used to be Rhodesia. 


FRESANO 


At the end of 1980, Zeca Caliate accepted an invitation from Domingos Arouca 
to join FUMO (Mozambique United Front), another opposition movement. He tells 
us that he went to Mozambique to check on the movement's hold but that the 
abbreviation FUMO was not known to anybody. "Only the name Domingos Arouca 
would mean anything to them," he added. 


Caliate once again returned to Mozambique after having joined up with FUMO. 
"At that time I established contact with dissidents from the FRELIMO and from 
the Resistance, with enlisted men and commanders from the Mozambican army who 
were dissatisfied with the situation," he reported. "In the light of these 
contacts I concluded that it was necessary to arrange an enlarged meeting 
which was held in a place called Murumbela, in the Province of Zambezia, on 
30 March 1981. We debated the situation of FRELIMO, many wanted the Resistance 
to be recognized, but we saw that its situation was wrong and we then decided 
to create a new force--the Mozambique Salvation Front--and to proclaim a new 
phase of the struggle--a civil war against FRELIMO due to its disastrous 
policy which was not in line with the truth and which caused a flight of 
cadres from the country, men who were necessary for its development." 


At this point however it is difficult to confirm the statements made by Zeca 
Caliate. He himselit is rather vague in the information he supplies. He says 
that "many participated" during the meeting that founded FRESAMO although he 
does not specify any further even though he was one of the participants. 

He maintains that the movement, of which he is one of the top leaders, engages 
in military activities through small, ill-equipped action groups in the 
provinces of Zambezia, Tete, and in the south of Lechinga but he refrains from 
detailing these operations; he only displays a small stack of little notes 
which, he says, contain precise information on the attacks tnat were carried 
Out, adding that he is not authorized by the FRESAMO leadership to reveal 

them at this time. "We are looking for a country that would support us," 

he explains. "From that moment on, we will disclose our operations." 


Caliate says that his current stay in Europe is intended precisely to obtain 
such support. But there is no evidence that he was inside Mozambique during 
the period he says the FRESAMO was founded. He does however display a passport 














recording his trip to Europe: Leaving Malawi on 15 May 1981, entering 
Portugal the next day. The passport is made out to a different name (wnich he 
asks not to be disclosed) but the photograph in fact is his. 


Links with the West 


According to Caliate, "FRESAMO is fighting against two enemies: Tne MNR on 
the one hand, with the support of South Africa, and FRELIMO, on the other 
nand, with the USSR backing it." But, as for the political option, he does 
not hesistate to say: "The choice of our people is a link with the West." 


The tact is that FRESAMO does not have any scruples when it comes to accepting 
nelp from South Africa, as is happening also in the case of the MNR. "We even 
talked with some South Africans to assure them that we are not against them 
simply because we support the Resistance," Zeca Caliate revealed. ''We do 

not reject any possible aid from Pretoria but we want to maintain our political 
autonomy, something which is not true of MNR." The existence of "apartheid" 
does not cause him any trouble--he does not have that problem: "As a native, 

I condemn 'apartheid' --and the majority is bound to be called upon to direct 

the political destiny of the nation. But it is not us who will intervene in 
this problem, involving blacks, whites, and the remaining South African races." 
He preters to stress the things that could unite him to the regime in Pretoria: 
"At least we have one point in common with them: We are all anticommunists. 
And we want to have good neighborly relations, we are two countries that 


respect each other." 


Zeca Caliate fran into enough difficulty in Portugal in the past 2 years 
when it came to making his organization known; he complains that the "Resis- 
tance" has more support, especially in right-wing newspapers which do not 

give any space to FRESAMO. There appears to be nothing specific as regards 
military and economic aid from a foreign country although he has confidence 

in a move which, as he says, will shortly be made by a capital in North Africa. 


As for his credentials, he can only point to his past record and some allegations 
which are difficult to believe: He says, for example, that FRESAMO has political 
commissars in all of the Mozambican provinces and 6,000-8,000 militants and 
svmpathizers. But what observer of the situation in that country would readily 


accept that assertion? 


He only desires to transmit a very brief and simple message to his fellow 
citizens: "I am alive and continue to struggle so that all those who abandoned 
Mozambique may be able to return." But how he and his organization are 

going tomaterialize that desire is something which nobody has yet figured out.

DISAGREEMENT OVER EXPULSION OF PORTUGUESE--The Maputo government disallowed 
the Samora (Beira) provincial authorities to suspend the expulsion of 20 
Portuguese. This attitude was interpreted as a gesture of good will on the 
part of Samora Machel and Joaquim Chissano who are interested in the devel- 
opment of cooperation with Portugal. In his turn, Armando Guebuza, the 
Sofala district strong man, will not adopt the same viewpoint as he is in- 
terested in defending the region from Resistance attacks. Guebuza represents 
a more Soviet and anti-Portuguese faction of the Mozambican Government, which 
has tried to hinder cooperation with Portugal. The 20 Portuguese on whom 
impended an expulsion order are in Maputo where they attended a meeting with 
the Minister of Justice and the Portuguese ambassador where it was made clear 
to them that they could remain in the country without restriction. However, 
it is not known whether some will willingly return to Portugal. The Mozam- 
bican foreign minister, Joaquim Chissano, on Thursday, 16 February, went to 
Beira to make the entire situation clear with the local authorities. For the 
moment, it is known that a Portuguese diplomat was permitted to visit the 
prison where some Portuguese are being held in custody. It is also known 
that the Mozambican courts have already tried all these Portuguese as well 

as the British citizen. The sentences vary from 20 years (the British sub- 
ject), to 8, 4 and 2 years for the Portuguese, the others having been ac- 
quitted. ''Therefore, a serious dispute in the relations between the two 
countries is beginning to be settled," a Portuguese diplomatic source inform- 
ed O JORNAL. Relations between the two countries were recently put to the 
test, but both governments have tried to act calmly in the defense of the 
development of cooperation.

It examined several points prepared by the general secretariat of the national

[Text] Mr Minister of Mines, please excuse the liberty that I am taking in 
interrogating you in this fashion, but I thought I could act as a spokesman 
for Nigerien public opinion in posing this question to you: is there 
petroleum in Niger or not; and, if so, how far have we come in its develop- 
ment ? 


I am asking the question in this manner because I have just read in an 
African paper whose motto is "The truth is good to read," that our country is 


a petroleum producer. 


The information appeared in a tiny item, as if to say: "We are telling you 
this, but we are not very sure of it ourselves." 


Here is what is written under the headline: ''Petroleum: Disappointment in 
Senegal, Hope in Niger." 


"As far as the (petroleum) companies are concerned, in the Sahel region only 
Niger is promising. Thus, between July and October 1983, following successful 
drilling in the Tahoua region, Elf performed the first (conclusive) tests of 


production." 


The newspaper then states that our country currently produces 2,670 tons per 
day, which is not much, they say, but they add that "self-sufficiency is 


hoped for" eventually. 


So, I wonder: why must we learn this type of information from foreign papers 
when we have our own national news media? Don't our journalists have "the 
means to know and the courage to tell?" 


Unless, once again, this is the gossip of journalists who are short of sensa- 
tional copy. For I know that some papers stop at nothing in order to sell 
issues. Favoring sensationalism over fact, they make scandals of insignificant 


events and when there are no events, they create them. 


For them the basic thing is to pass for champions of freedom of expression. 
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Nevertheless, if only this were true, what a relief it would be for our people! 


Wells would be drilled by the thousand, moderate income housing built for 
everyone, dispensaries in every village, water and electricity would be free, 
Niamey's great market would be more quickly rebuilt, all foreigners anxious 

to help us build our country would be welcomed, Air Niger would have a few 
more Boeing's, from time to time aid would be given to less advanced countries 
and to various liberation movements in southern Africa; we would have a seat 
on OPEC, and from time to time the entire world would be held in suspense 

by our Minister of Petroleum when he deigned to make a statement on the 
development of crude oil prices in Vienna or Caracas. 


But, I must stop dreaming: at the moment gas is still 180 CFA francs per 
liter at the pump and my tank is almost empty.

IDA PETROLEUM EXPLORATION CREDIT NOTED 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 10 Feb 83 p l 
(Article: "Aid From IDA for Petroleum Exploration" ] 


[Text] Senegal will receive a loan for 8.9 million SDR ($9.5 million, i.e., 
Fr CFA 3.3 billion) from the International Development Association (IDA), an 
institution affiliated with the World Bank, which makes funds available on easy 


terms to encourage petroleum exploration. 


A complete study of Senegal's sedimentary basins will provide all the technical 
information necessary to attract foreign petroleum companies. In addition, the 
plan will finance Senegal's shore in the regional studies of the two basins 
which lie within the jurisdiction of Senegal, Guinea-Bissau and Gambia on the 
one hand, and Senegal and Mauritania on the other. 


A program of geographical studies in the Diam Niadio area, east of Dakar, will 
include gravimetrical, magnetic and seismic surveys. A marine seismic study 
off Casamance will also be carried out and exploratory drillings may begin in 
1984 if justified by the results of the study. 


The plan also includes a certain amount of technical assistance to the Petroleum 
Company of Senegal (PETROSEN), the new national petroleum company, and to the 
Board of Mines and Geology, including a training program, and the services of 
expatriate petroleum specialists. 


In addition to the IDA loan, the $25.25 million project will receive a grant of 
$13.7 million from the Petro-Canada International Assistance Corporation which 
will cover part of the cost for’technical assistance and seismic studies. The 
Norwegian Agency for International Development (NORAD) has approved a $500,000 
grant to assist in the revision of Senegalese petroleum legislation. Senegal 
will make a total of $1.5 million available for the project. Two advances for 
a total of $1 million were approved in 1980 and 1981 to finance preparatory 
operations on the authority of the financing agency for the preparation of the 


projects. 


The IDA loan falls due in 50 years; this includes an amortization deferral of 
10 years. It is interest free but carries with it 0.50 percent commission on 
the unused balance of the loan, and 0.75 percent on the balance withdrawn.

SOVIET, NATO STRATEGIES IN THREE WORLD AREAS DISCUSSED 


European Theater 


Johannesburg DIE VADERLAND in Afrikaans 7 Feb 83 p 9 


[Text ] The deployment of medium range missiles in Western Europe 
and the tug of war between the United States and the 
Soviet Union about nuclear disarmament is again in the 
news in connection with U. S. Vice President George Bush's 


visit to West Europe. 


Western Europe, and especially West Germany form the 
central point regarded by Western strategists as the area 
where the Soviet Union will launch an attack upon the West. 


De Wet Potgieter went to talk with Prof Mike Hough (photo), 
director of the Institute for Strategic Studies at the 
University of Pretoria, about the forms of future wars 
between the East and the West. 


Unlike the West the Soviet Union does not regard nuclear weapons as a 
deterrent, but actually believes that it can ultimately win a nuclear war. 
According to Professor Mike Hough, director of the Institute of Strategic 
Studies at the University of Pretoria, many critics of the disarmament efforts 
between the United States and the Soviet Union are of the opinion that this 

is just grease to feed the Russian's fire. 


According to Professor Hough: "One of the Russians objectives is achieving 
nuclear superiority in the world in addition to superiority in conventional 
weapons. Some critics of the disarmament talks are also saying that the 
Russians are always using disarmament for this purpose." 


Professor Hough was approached by DIE VADERLAND for the purpose of discussing 
the possible forms which wars can assume in the future. 


A war will never be the same as World War II. According to Professor Hough 
observers are going by the point of view that in such a conflict troop 
concentrations would present an ideal target for attacks with tactical 


weapons. 
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He thinks that a future major war, in which the great powers will be involved, 
will be decided in one of the so-called central theaters, Western Europe 
or the Middle East. He says: "The danger zones are to be found here." 


The general view of NATO is that the Soviet Union will start out with a con- 
vential attack on West Germany and will then expand it to bordering countries 


such as Holland and other parts of Western Europe. 


"The real dilemma for the United States in such an event is the fact that 
it will be forced to use tactical nuclear weapons." 


This entails the great danger that something of the sort can escalate at a 
strategic nuclear level and then develop into a full scale intercontinental 


nuclear war. 


According to Professor Hough it is difficult to say whether in such a conflict 
at the strategic level one of the parties will come out victorious. 


One of the great fears of Western Europeans, which is being exploited by the 
pacifist movements, is the fact that the United States is offering no 
guarantees that tactical weapons will not be used if Russia attacks the 
continent with conventional arms. 


The United States has the final say and control over the weapons deployed in 
Western Europe. 


"Two unpredictable factors, which can count against the Russians, are: the 
quality of Western weapons, which in certain respects are better than those 
of the Warsaw Pact countries, and the uncertainty about the loyalty of the 
Soviet Union's allied countries." This is what Professor Hough says. 


According to him the West has fewer weapons than the Warsaw Pact countries, 
but they are of better quality. 


To a certain degree the Russians are uncertain about the loyalty of their 
allies such as Poland, Hungary and Romania. The only really trusted ally is 


East Germany. 


A very disadvantageous factor in NATO's position in Western Europe is that 
the Russians are already present at strategic places, while the United States 
has to bring in reinforcements. 


According to Professor Hough there also exists the danger that the Soviet 
Union can in the long run force NATO countries into neutrality. 


In this respect organizations such as the pacifist and anti-nuclear deployment 
movements in Western Europe fit well into Russian objectives. 











Middle East 
Johannesburg DIE VADERLAND in Afrikaans 7 Feb 82 p 9 


[Text] It is almost a foregone conclusion that a big war will be unchained 
in the Middle East if the Soviet Union interfers militarily and directly 


in one of those countries. 


According to Professor Hough the United States has already made it evident 
that it will employ nuclear weapons to protect Israel. 


"It is almost a certainty that the West will react militarily if, for example, 
the Russians commit aggression in Saudi Arabia." 


If the two great powers become involved in a conflict in the Middle East 
their allies will unavoidably be drawn in it because of the NATO and Warsaw 


treaties. 


In contrast with a possible war in Western Europe a Middle East conflict will 
be decided in a more conventional way; However, the canger that this can 
expand into a nuclear level will always be there. 


Professor Hough stated: "Although there are no nuclear missiles deployed in 
the Middle East, these can be transported there very quickly." 


The possibility that the Soviet Union could go so far as to launch a nuclear 
attack directly upon the United States is not at all excluded by Professor 
Hough. He thinks that this would be done in such a manner as to put out of 
actions the United States nuclear defense capabilities. 


"This could also be done if the Russians think that they are capable of 
destroying most American nuclear weapons with a preemptive attack." 


Southern Africa not Absolutely Involved

[Text] A war in South Africa or in the Horn of Africa could simply escalate 
to such a degree that the great powers would become involved in it if the 
Cape Sea Route or the region's mineral wealth were to be endangered. 


Such a conflict would be fought with conventional weapons for a time, 
according to Professor Hough who also stated: "These regions fall outside 
the so-called nuclear umbrella and the nuclear deterrent in the region is not 


credible." 


If these "outside" regions should, however, become involved in the central 
theaters of Western Europe or the Middle East then no region in the world 


would be safe against nuclear weapons. 
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According to Professor Hough it would be up to the Soviet Union's surrogate 
powers to conduct the war in the event that the conflict should spread to 
regions such as South Africa and the Horn of Africa. 


Professor Hough told DIE VADERLAND that a nuclear war could last just a 
couple of hours, while an extremely violent conventional war, with the 
possible employment of tactical weapons, could spend itself in a couple of 


days. 


But the possibility of a long and drawn out conventional war is not excluded 
in today's circumstances. 


Professor Hough said: 'Some observers think that a global war will never 
again be the same as World War II. Such a conflict would make troop con- 
centrations an ideal target for tactical nuclear weapons." 


It is also impossible to limit such a drawn out and geographically spread-out 
war to the conventional level. 


Even conventional wars as in Iran and Iraq, where existing armaments, tactics 
and war capabilities apparently cannot bring about faster results, can go on 
indefinitely. 


Professor Hough also stated that in all the likelihood of future wars China 
must not be completely left out of consideration. 


"Depending on the relations between the Soviet Union and China there will 
always be the possibility that China would seize the opportunity of attacking 
a weakened Russia. In the event of a conflict between Russia and the United 


States China will be a fluid factor.

RIGHTISTS PREDICT VICTORY IN TIRADE AGAINST GOVERNMENT

[Text] At the onset of the new parliamentary session the government would 
like to give the impression to the public that it is stronger than it ever 
was. The fact that in a couple of interim elections it fared very poorly 
against the opposition from the right and the fact that there is increasing 
opposition to its constitutional plans are conveniently being pushed aside. 


However, if the government's position is examined carefully and objectively, 
one detects serious flaws in the structure maintained by P. W. Botha. It 

is not even too far-fetched to ask whether the tide has not already turned 
so strongly against him that this year is not going to end with him carrying 
out his planned multi-racial dispensation, but in a new government for 

South Africa. 


If the persistent rumors about a general election this year prove to be true, 
this, in sharp contrast with the image of strength which the government is 
now trying to create on the outside, indicates that Mr Botha himself 
realizes that the tide has turned and that something must be done in a hurry 
to win a new term before he and his government are washed ashore by it. 


Constitutions 


Recently an English Sunday newspaper carried an article saying that the 
entire government administration is about to fall through while the govern- 
ment plods on and pompously disposes of constitutional theories. The news- 
paper then pointed out that the civil service has reached such a condition 
that millions of rand in taxes are no longer collected, in many instances 
government allotments are no longer audited; It also points out such 
phenomena as the increasing threat of crime in streets, the reappearance of 
epidemic diseases which had been eradicated decades ago in the republic...and 
so on. 


There is a great deal of truth in the hypothesis that the government is about 
to lose control on the state of affairs. If a government has to deal with 
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some problems like an intelligence scandal or fears of a new constitutional 
order of things, it can succeed in exorcising most of these things through 
its propaganda machinery and by other means available to it, employing the 
national balance to assuage the people's fears. But the government now has 
to cope with so many problems (most of them of its own doing) and so many 
fronts that there are now hardly enough fingers left free to try to plug all 
the holes in the dike. 


After, for years, the government has deliberately wanted to use inflation as 
a means of bringing about an equalization of the economic standards of 

whites and non-whites, inflation has now become so deep rooted in the economy 
that the government's present efforts at combatting it simply cannot succeed. 
Now the point has been reached where inflation is beginning to entail serious 
political problems for it. 


The government's problems in the economic area are now just about endless. 
While the treasury is so empty that the government has had to borrow a 
record amount from the International Monetary Fund, because of its promises, 
it is now committed to increasingly greater expenditures in order to bring 
the black living standard up to the level of the white living standard. 
Besides the enormous amounts, which must be devoted to black education and 
black housing in connection with this, there are also the government's 
ambitious plans to provide much greater economic aid not only to the home- 
lands and to the so-called independent black regions within the borders of 
South Africa, but also to inimical black neighboring countries, for the 
purpose of "buying'' the collaboration of these regions for the government's 
plans of stringing together all of southern Africa into a confederation. 


Most of all it is the creation of the Development Bank of Southern Africa 
later this year which is going to require an enormous investment from the 


government. 


The Unemployed 


The aspect of the present depression which confronts the government with the 
greatest danger is probably the rising unemployment coupled with this 
situation. The government has kept on pursuing its policy after being 
repeatedly warned about the potential for unrest and instability which it 
entails at a time when it is impossible to fulfill the high expectations 
prompted among the blacks by this policy. Even government circles and the 
ranks of liberal industry are now talking about the evil omens of the 
expected black strikes and unrest this year as unemployment increases. 


Standing at our threshold the problem is mainly of the government's own 
making. Even the advocates of its policy of raising black wages, without 
taking into account productivity, and of legislating black trade unions have 
called to its attention what the consequences of this will be. From the 
ranks of the money power Mr Oppenheimer has for example, told the government 
that the things which will be outpouring from black ranks are not words of 
appreciation, but greater demands and militancy and an increase in unrest 
and strikes. 
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Unbearable 


lor the whites the total effect of the government's policy (on economic, 
constitutional and on all other areas) can be summed up in the single 
disturbing fact that things are continuously becoming unbearable ior them. 
This applies to all areas from law and order to where street robberies, 
murder and rape have become such daily phenomena that they hardly justify 
more than a paragraph in the liberal media. But even in this media the 
increasing level of violence and crime is causing concern even though the 
race of victims and criminals is usually carefully concealed. 


This is being done in an attempt to prevent the public from realizing that 
the frightening increase in acts of violence is a phenomenon which had 
already been predicted long ago on hand of the experience of countries where 
government integration of racial groups has already been enforced t» a 

much greater degree than in South Africa. 


In countries such as Britain and the United States black violence against 
the whites has already assumed such dimensions that it is often being said 
that this can no longer be looked upon as a crime, but a form of warfare on 
the part of the non-whites against the whites. 


This is also true of the economic area where the government's message to the 
whites, to the effect that they live in luxury and must be satisfied with 
less, continues to sound like a refrain. With housing of the kind that 
could be afforded in the past now beyond the average person's affordability; 
with a transportation which, with South Africa's highest fuel prices in the 
world, is also about to become a "luxury" for the majority of whites; with 
the clear indication from the government that no respite may be expected 
from the ever increasing prices and from tax increases which have been 
predicted everywhere in light of the financial sorry plight of the govern- 
ment...The government itself must realize that it is moving very close to 
the limit of white patience if it has not already exceeded it. 


Despite the great noises made in government ranks about the "unanimity" for 
its constitutional plans, the fact of the matter is that nobody, except its 
own party congress, has yet approved the proposed new multiracial order of 
things. The fact is that the Labor Party's decision to go along was made 
with the express and undisguised purpose of exercising so much pressure on 
the government as to force it to include the blacks in the new order of 


things. 
Federation 


Recently there have been ominous signs for the government in black ranks as 
well, in that black opposition to its constitutional plans and also to the 
promised confederation system is intensifying as Transkei, Lebowa and KwaZulu 
(despite previous mutual difference) have in principle decided to form a 
black federation in southern Africa in opposition to Mr P. W. Botha's plans. 
For Mr Botha, for whom the collaboration of these states is a prerequisite 
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for making progress with the confederal plans, this has further increased 
the pressure upon him for making immediate concessions with respect to having 
blacks included in the new constitutional order. © 


Despite the present showing cf a position o. strength Mr Botha is thus 
wallowing in a dilemma in that, without concessions to blacks, he cannot 
count on the support of both coloreds and blacks for his constitutional and 
confederal plans; while such concessions would probably end up being the last 
straw which would destroy the present semblance of unity within the party. 


The last but not the least of Mr Botha's problems is the progress being made 
in reaching a collaboration agreement between the Reunited Nationalist Party 
and the Conservative Party. There is no lack of weaknesses in the govern- 
ment's accoutrement and the indications are that the instrument for exploit- 
ing this (until the death blow can be administered for the purpose of re- 
storing white future in the hands of whites) will shortly be resting in the 
hands of a rightist front.

STRATEGY, TACTICS OF AFRICAN NATIONAL CONGRESS

[Text/ 1. Introduction 


As a result of the value of publicity given to terrorist attacks, studies on 
revolutionary organizations often tend to overconcentrate on this aspect. 

As a matter of fact focusing attention to deeds of violence of a physical 
nature is not an unusual thing, since information about such things is 
usually obtained more readily than other facets of a revolutionary organiza- 
tion's actions and objectives. Of course the thing we mst also bear in mind 
is that acts of terrorism committed by revolutionary organizations are aimed 
at material destruction only in part. The underlying motive is a psychologi- 
cal outcome of such actions, thus the greater the publicity given toa 
specific incident, the greater the poseey te success which can be attained 
through this so-called armed propaganda. 1 


In this article an attempt is made to analyze the strategy and tactics of the 
South Africa African National Congress (ANC) without putting much emphasis on 
acts of terrorism. The reason for this is that the ANC's actions are not 
limited to deeds of violence and thus an analysis of its actions at other 
levels can provide a better insight of how this organization is functioning. 


2. The Total Nature of Revolutionary Strategy 


Before making a specific study of the ANC's actions it is necessary to analyze 
briefly the theoretical points of departure of revolutionary strategy with 
respect to the total nature of revolutionary actions. 


The importance of the total revolutionary strategy can be clearly perceived 

in the thoughts of Lenin. Although Lenin is often connecte“ exclusively with 
the idea of a small select group of revolutionary activist , who must lead the 
revolution, this represents an oversimplification. The prinary task of this 
group is to spread the spirit of insurgency or revolution with the objective 
of creating so many simultaneous crises for a government as to cause its 
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inevitable fall. The second function of the activists is to see to it that 
"reactionaries" will not exploit the situation for their own advantage. In 
other words the revolutionary party must make sure to take over all of the 
political power for itself as soon as the existing government falls. 


However, the successful conduct of the revolution is not determined exclusive- 
ly by violent insurrections and terror. Lenin has also laid down many other 
guidelines, for example: "...it is necessary to fragment one's opponents, 

to win over those elements that can be attracted to one's cause, to neutralize 
others, and, in general to make use of conflicts inherent in the enemy's 
position. 3 Lenin even went as far as to say that revolutionaries must make 
use of all available structures, including parliamentary appointments, for 
political activities. By so doing parliaments could, for instance, be 
exploited tor propaganda to serve as a center for revolutionary organizational 
activity. As Silverman put it: "Parliament and other legal vehicles for the 
mobilization and expression of political opinion were useful in the interim, 
as the revolutionaries gathered strength for the struggle that was to 
come."§3) Lenin did in no way reject violence as an instrument and indeed 
accepted the fact that, with the Pecepeay highly unusual situations, it 
is necessary for a successful revolution. 


1 ( 


However, he emphasized as well the importance of other revolutionary activi- 
ties, such as the infiltration of academic establishments, the incitement of 
unrest in labor organizations and the polarization of the ruling elite. 


Especially with respect to urban guerrillas Robert Moss listed four dif- 
ferent categories of action. The first of these is armed propaganda and the 
second, which is now reasonably associated with it, is political kidnapping. 65 
Of course the latter serves more than one purpose; for example, it provides a 
lot of publicity for the revolutionaries, and if a government yields to the 
demands that are made, then the revolutionaries can achieve other tangible 
results such as the release of imprisoned revolutionaries or the obtainment 

or a big ransom (money). But the other two categories, which Moss dif feren- 
tiates, are more relevant with respect to this article. First of all he also 
refers to the stirring up of strikes, riotous gatherings and protest demon- 
strations as a way of "...establishing closer links between the terrorist 
organization and popular grievances." (6) Above and besides the fact that 
these activities have an inherently high publicity value, naturally there is 
also the possibility that the government might overreact and that this 

might again lead to civilian casualties. Such an event would not only evoke a 
great deal of international interest, but would even serve as the precipitat-— 
ing factor for widespread internal disorders and upheavals. On the other 

hand strikes have the advantage of causing economic disintegration and giving 
rise to dissatisfaction with the government not only with respect to the work- 
ing class, but also with respect to the more prosperous class. The political 
implications of protest demonstrations and strikes become clearly apparent 

if one considers the events in Northern Ireland and Britain as a whole which 
have taken place over the past decade. For example, pressure by the trade 
unions, especially in the form of strikes, was sufficient to bring down the 
previous Conservative Party government in Britain even though there does not 
exist a "revolutionary situation.''’ In Northern Ireland protest demonstrations 











have again become an important instrument for stirring up animosities be- 
tween antagonistic groups. 


Moss also mentions another factor and that is the subversion of the security 
forces. (7) Such actions must also be viewed in the light of the fact that, 

in terms of numbers and arms, the revolutionaries are much weaker than the 
security forces. The demoralization and subversion of the security forces 

are therefore aimed at rendering the military ratio between the terrorists 

or guerrillas and the security forces less "unfavorable" for the former. 
However, the subversion of the security forces may also be a part of a general 
effort to weaken all government structures, for example, by presenting then 

as being corrupt. 


Another perspective for describing the total nature of revolutionary actions 
is the stage in which a revolutionary process can be divided. Im the initial 
stage revolutionary groups usually concentrate on agitation and propaganda 
having as the objective the fomenting of a consciousness that either subjec- 
tively or objectively there are evils.(9) Some of the techniques which can 

be employed by a revolutionary movement are the publication of newspapers and 
periodicals and the distribution of such things as pamphlets. Also encouraged 
is the formation of organizations which are critical of the government regard- 
less of whether or not they support the revolutionary objectives. 


At the popular stage of the process an effort is made at further spreading 
dissatisfaction; however, the idea is to alter the dissatisfaction of a veiled 
feeling into a public movement of unrest of epidemic proportions. (10) The 
revolutionary movement continues to strive for the subversion of the govern- 
ment's source of power by accusing the government of such things as corruption, 
inhumanities and exploitation. During the popular stage the revolutionaries 
also begin to create revolutionary expectations by such means as holding out 
the prospect of a highly idealistic picture of society in its postrevolutionary 


form. 


At the formal stage the effort is made to combat and subvert the government 
at all levels. The revolutionary movement now begins to act as a government 
and a great deal of emphasis is placed on foreign support. The government 
and the population are confronted with widespread violence and also with an 
alternative policy and economic and social systems. 


The last stage, the so-called institutional stage, actually follows after the 
former system has been destroyed and among other things this entails the 
development of new legal political institutions. 


No discussion of revolutionary action would be complete without a reference 

to the revolutionary organization's external maneuvers. The importance and 
effectiveness of pressure upon governments, on the part of the international 
community, became apparent especially during the revolutionary wars in colonial 
regions. By typifying a government as being oppressive, imperialistic or 
racist, the revolutionary movement gains an entire series of objectives. The 
target country loses foreign support (such as military and financial); this 
sort of thing also subverts internal public opinion (the will to fight), while 
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the revolutionary movement has a chance to present itself as a "liberation 
organization."' This helps it in its efforts at obtaining material support 
and increases its legitimacy among certain sectors of the target country's 


population. 


It is against this background that the ANC's actions, within and outside of 
South Africa, must be scrutinized. 


3. The ANC's Actions 


As always the ANC has concentrated its "military" actions to mostly bombings 
and sabotage; although sometimes the organization has also committed murders, 
During the past several years a large number of attacks have also been mounted 
against police stations (among others: Orlando in November 1979, Soekmekaar 
in January 1980 and Booysens in April 1980), but the most spectacular attack 
was probably the blowing up of a number of fuel storage tanks at the SASOL-I 
plant in June of 1980. However, taking everything into consideration, the 
level of the ANC's "military" actions is relatively low and this is in part 
the result of effective counterinsurgency actions on the part of the security 
forces. The limitation of the ANC's direct actions is clearly apparent if 
one considers the fact that this + acai now probably has a trained 
military force of about 1,600 men, (13) 


As already pointed out revolutionary actions do not consist of only acts of 
terrorism and sabotage and underrating the ANC's revolutionary potential, 
simply because of the fact that the organization is now achieving little 
success with internal acts of terrorism and sabotage, would be an extreme 
case of shortsightedness. The real importance of the ANC's threat to South 
Africa's national security can be evaluated sensibly only by bearing in mind 
the entire spectrum of the ANC's actions. 


3.1. The External Maneuver 


One of the most outstanding characteristics of a revolutionary struggle is 
the continuous effort normally being employed for limiting the freedom of 
action of the target country by such means as having international public 
opinion assume a position against the views of the target country. 


In the case of the ANC the external maneuver plays an exceptional role. The 
ANC tries to build up its contacts with as many countries and organizations 
as possible and in so doing tries to lower South Africa’s international 
influence and at the same time present itself as a legal and responsible 
government in exile. The ANC now has representatives in 32 countries (14) 
including Britain, West Germany and the United States. 


The clearest example of the success attained by the ANC at an international 
level can be found in the framework of the United Nations. This organization 
is providing extensive help and publicity to the ANC and is serving as a 
necessary and inexpensive channel for emphasizing the "justness" and 
"legitimacy" of the ANC's actions. There exists an entire series of UN 








organizations tasked on a full time basis with the planning of actions 
ayainst South Africa and the ANC, and to a lesser extent the Pan Airicanist 
Congress (PAC), are enjoying the full support of these organizations. "| 
wish, on behalf of the Special Committee Against Apartheid, to appeal to all 
member states, specialized agencies and other organizations in the UN system, 
as well as to intergovernmental and non-governmental organizations, students, 
churches, trade union and women organizations to increase their assistance 


to the freedom fighters of South Africa."(15) 


During the commemoration of the 70th year of existence of the ANC, the chair- 
man of the Special Committee on Apartheid spelled out the support to the ANC 
in even clearer terms: "We are gathered here today to observe the seventieth 
anniversary of the African National Congress of South Africa as well as the 
twentieth anniversary of its military wing, Umkhonto we Sizwe (Spear of the 
Nation), to congratulate and salute them for their great contribution for the 
cause of freedom and dignity of Africa..., and to ensure them of our full 
support in their struggle to destroy the evil and criminal system of apart- 
heid...(16). The Soviet Union's delegate stated: "...we salute and welcome 
the great success of the liberation struggle of the South African people 
headed by the African National Congress. We would like to express our soli- 
darity with this orpanization...(1?). 


The statement made by the delegate from Sweden was a clear indication of 

the success attained by the ANC on a bilateral level as well: "...the Swedish 
government and solidarity groups in Sweden developed their relations with 

the ANC and manifested their support by giving it economic assistance and 

by spreading information around Sweden about its struggle in South Africa 

as well as on the international level." (18) 


The decline of South Africa's position in the United Nations is coupled 

with the additional support given to the ANC and the General Assembly has 
already gone a long way in recognizing the so-called "liberation movement” 

as the legal representatives of the South African population...a status already 
accorded to SWAPO (South West Africa People's Organization) with respect to 

the inhabitants of South-West Africa/Namibia. As an example the General 
Assembly has already accepted a resolution in which this body, among other 
things: "Again proclaims its full support to national liberation movements of 
South Africa as the authentic representative of the South African people in its 
just struggle for liberation."(19 


Although a great number of these declarations and resolutions have not 

actually led to concrete results, they nevertheless are increasing internation- 
al pressure on South Africa and they are also facilitating the ANC’s efforts 

in attaining specific objectives, for example, the imposition of comprehensive 
economic sanctions against South Africa. Moreover, the ANC is not in favor 

of sanctions against South Africa because this would, for example, expedite 
reforms, but rather because this is regarded as an effective way of bringing 
down the existing government and political system as a whole. (20) During May 
of 1981 a conference was held in Paris and in the course of it a complete blue- 
print for comprehensive sanctions against South Africa was drafted. Represen- 
tatives of 124 countries, as well as of the United Nations, the Organization 











of Africa Unity and the ANC were present at the conference. (21) These sort 
of meetings are providing conclusive evidence of the ANC's capabilities of 
orchestrating measures against South Africa over a wide spectrum, However, 
it is not only at the international level which the ANC is active; it is 
also active within South Africa itself. 


3.2 Internal Actions 


Internally the ANC is using an entire series of activities which can be 
classified as non-military, but form a part of the ANC's total strategy for 
destroying the existing political, economic and social structures in South 


Atrica. 
3.2.1. Labor Unrest 


In the course of past years there have been drastic changes in labor relations 
in South Africa; this includes a much greater measure of freedom granted to 
black workers to organize themselves into trade unions. This has also been 
accompanied by a considerable increase in labor unrest, especially with res- 
pect to black workers. To give an example, during 1980 there were 207 strikes 
which is nearly double the number of strikes which took place in $979. The 
1980 strikes accounted for the loss of about 175,000 workdays. (22 


Although it would be an oversimplification to say that the ANC is playing a 
meaningful role in most strikes and other forms of labor unrest in South 
Africa, it is a logical assumption that the ANC is indeed using this channel 
for promoting its own objectives. Professor Wiehahn, who played an important 
role in the structuring of the new labor scheme in South Africa, at the 

time, also wamed that in the South African political context, trade unions 
are exposed to communist and other radical socialist influences. (23) 


The ANC supports organizational elements of the South African Communist Party 
(SACP), however, it also has its own labor branch, namely, the South African 
Congress of Trade Unions (SACTU) for sowing labor unrest. The connection 
existing between the ANC and SACTU and the subvertive nature of the aims of 
both organizations are apparent in the following quotation: ''The very issue 
of the armed struggle cannot succeed without the active, conscious and 
organized involvement of the masses of the people...In this respect, it is of 
cardinal importance that we properly combine legal and illegal work. The 
enemy has banned and tried to suppress the ANC and other organizations of the 
liberation front with the specific aim of cutting off the links between the 
organizations of the liberation movement and the masses of the people. We 
have an urgent task to re-establish these links. It is in this regard that 
the issue of the proper combination of legal and illegal work becomes very 


important. 


It is interesting to note that, apparently for practical reasons, both the ANC 
and the SACP support all the trade unions which are critical of the present 
order of things in South Africa and are not putting much emphasis on their 
ideological considerations. (25) It can be predicted with reasonable certainty 
that this trend will continue in the future and that the ANC will try its best 
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to capitalize on the economic and labor reforms in South Africa. ''For its 
part the ANC has become less dismissive of reformist movements and as 
FOSATU /sic/ which operates just within the laws of apartheid...At the same 
time it is only to be expected that the ANC will infiltrate the trade 
union movement, for it is there that it might find a suitable base of 
natural sympathy and disciplined organization from which to launch a more 
aggressive campaign of urban violence."(26) 


3.2.2. Propaganda and Agitation 


Because of the ANC's revolutionary objectives and violent methods, the 
organization has been banned in South Africa ever since 1960. Among other 
things this has meant that the ANC has had to carry its revolutionary message 
to the population in a covert manner, Apparently, from the point of view of 
revolutionaries, the most effective way is armed propaganda. So, for example, 
by exploding a bomb, and later accepting responsibility for this abroad, the 
ANC can obtain a lot of publicity in South African newspapers, radio and 
television. But the ANC also employs many other methods for delivering its 


message. 


The ANC's official mouthpiece, SECHABA, is published monthly and is forwarded 
principally to blacks in South Africa. Its contents are extremely propagan- 
distic in nature and consist of an assortment of quasi-scientific articles 
and emotional agitation against the present state of affairs in South Africa. 
The ANC also circulates the JANA SHAKTI which is published bi-monthly and 

is sent mostly to the Indian population of South Africa. 


In collaboration with the SACP, the ANC also circulates pamphlets such as 
INKULULEKO FREEDOM which often contains direct appeals for violence and 
revolution. The SACP's official mouthpiece, THE AFRICAN COMMUNIST, usuaily 
also contains contributed articles having a strong pro-ANC context. Both 
the ANC and the SACP are also smuggling into South Africa pocket size book- 
lets containing such things as simple explanations of the thoughts of Karl 
Marx. During the seventies the ANC even tried to spread propaganda by means 
of records mailed to individuals in South Africa. 


The ANC also carries on its propaganda through radio broadcasts (Radio Free- 
dom). It makes use of the Lusaka, Luanda, Dar-es-Salaam and Tananarive 
radio stations facilities and normally it is allowed to make use of all 
facilities, such as technicians, recording equipment, etc. 27) 


Naturally it is extremely difficult to determine the effectiveness of the 
ANC's campaign of propaganda and agitation within South Africa itself. The 
most important reasons for this are that it cannot be exactly determined how 
many persons are being reached by the publications and the broadcasts and 
moreover it is impossible to establish the exact influence which these 
publications and radio broadcasts have on individual persons. The fact of 
the matter is that in South Africa there are blacks, Indians, coloreds and 
whites who are being reached by the ANC's propaganda and that the contents 
of this propaganda is intended for the creation of a revoluticnary climate 


in South Africa. 








The continuous theme in ANC publications and broadcasts is the rejection 

of all forms of reforms in South Africa and, at the same time, the encourage- 
ment of change through violence. Although tne ANC's constitution, and the 
Freedom Charter which is also accepted by ‘ne ANC, do not refer to violence 
as a method of attaining the ANC's objectives, now in nearly every ANC 
publication there is mention of the necessity of violent act ion. (28) 


As for the reforms, in its publication, the ANC is trying to present them as 
an effort to put off the violent overthrow of white domination: "No reforms 
will bring about majority rule. ‘This is why we oppose the window dressing 
reforms as preached by the white ruling class. We also oppose such efforts 
as the building of clinics, work camps and home industries, no matter how 
well meant. That energy and enthusiasm of the youth must be directed in 
efforts to destroy the one and.only source of our misery and oppression, 
namely white domination...""(7) 


In conclusion it can be proven that the ANC is stirring up certain revolution- 
ary expectations even by means of propaganda-periodicals, statements and 
broadcasts and in this manner promote ad raise internal support for the ANC 
even among those who are opposed to changes by violence. In this respect 

one could point to the FREEDOM CHARTER. Among the promises made in this 
document is that the prosperity of the state will be shared by everybody, 
that the individual will have the right to own land anywhere he wants and 
that everybody will have decent housing . (39) Along with the democratic nature 
of the new society being held in prospect, these promises form an important 
and easy way for the ANC to recruit help from such entities as the working 
class, since at this stage the ANC cannot be required to furnish proof that 
these promises can be realized. Thus it is apparent that propaganda and agi- 
tation make up an important part of ANC action. On the one hand these things 
are intended to arouse suspicion about the government among the people, but 

on the other hand they are employed for, creating revolutionary expectations 
among certain elements of the population which can be advantageous for the ANC, 
However, agitation is also being employed to spur people to "active deeds," 

in other words, this is a way of fomenting violent changes. 


3.2.3. Subversion of Security Forces 


The subversion of the security forces forms a part of the ANC efforts at 
weakening all government structures and institutions in South Africa. But 
this also has a more specific aim, namely that of obstructing the prevention 
and the combatting of infiltration and sabotage, so that the ANC can attain 
its internal goals by means of such things as intimidation. 


Subversion of the South African Armed Forces (SAAF) entails principally the 
effort an encouraging servicemen to desert the SAAF or to refuse to be 


inducted. 


There are two principal organizations, both of them having close ties with 
the ANC, (31) which are engaged in this effort, namely the South African Libera- 
tion Support Committee (SALSCOM) and the Committee on South African War 














Resistance (COSAWR). The two organizations rely mostly on publications, 
namely RESISTER (COSAWR) and OMKEER (SALSCOM) for encouraging servicemen to 

ft out of the country rather than undergo military service. The South 
Atrican Military Refugee Aid Fund (SAMRAF), which is active mostly in the 
United States, is again trying to get help for those who desert abroad, even 
with respect to financial aid. (32) 


the ANC has already succeeded in obtaining support for this form of subversion 
at the United Nations and the Centre Against Apartheid has already made an 
appeal to all UN member staves "...to grant immediate political asylum to 
bona tide war resisters and deserters from the apartheid armed forces. 3) 
Another important form of the subversion of the security forces consists of 
the ANC's effort at undermining the picture of the security forces for the 
general public of South Africa itself. As an example this is being done by 
making allegations of such things a: police brutality at the time of arrest/ 

or detention, especially during, court hearings. Such allezations are usually 
given a dot of publicity in the mass media. As already ment ioned the ANC 

also directs: many of its attacks ayainst police stations and murders, of black 
polfcemen in particular, and of other persons who help the police are also in 
evidence, (34) Amony, other things these attacks are aimed at demonstrating 

to the population how vulnerable the security forces are and by so doing 
undermine the confidence in these forces and also discourage collaboration with 


them. 
3.2.4. Other Forms of Actions 


Finally here are some brief references to other forms of ANC actions. First 
of all there exists an ANC effort to obtain the support of various organiza- 
tions and institutions either directly or indirectly. In connection with 
this a great deal of emphasis is put on students and church organizations 

and the International Reconstruction and Development Department (ITRDD) oi the 
ANC represents the most important department in this effort. The IRDD has 
offices in Botswana, Lesotho, Swaziland, Mozambique and Zambia. (35) 


During, past several years the ANC has been increasingly engaged in getting 

information on South Atrica. The Information and Research Department of the 
ANC, which is located in Zambia is especially trying to obtain technological 
informat fon mo 


me 


and one of the ways this is beiny, used is to “show the world 
that South Atrica represents a threat to peace. 


Another interesting aspect which can be noted is the tact that information 
contained in ANC publicaticns and in other statements usually includes a lot 

of information which is obtained from South African periodicals and newspapers. 
bhis is a clear tndication o+ the comprehensive scale in which the ANC obtains 
information in South Aliica, through open and covert means, for the purpose 

of reinforcing its own cause. 


4. Gonciusion 
The eftectiveness of a revolutionary movement cannot be measured simply in 


terms o1 the number of ac's of terrorism and sabotage that it commits. As 
a revolutionary movement the ANC's actions cover a wide tield and to consider 

















a revolut ionary movement the ANC's actions cover a wide | ield and to consider 
the ANC as unimportant, on the basis of the fact that its "military" actions 
over the past year were not especially etfective or extensive, would be 
absurd. Although, undountealy, terrorism anc sabotage are an important 
component of the ANC's actions these must not be viewed in isolation. No 
doubt the ANC"s armed actions are being confined by effective steps taken 

by the security forces, ‘wowever, it must be remembered that the ANC is 
assigning a lot of money and time to other forms of actions, because the 
psychological subversion «! tue security torces, the propaganda aimed at the 
population and the isolativu of South Africa are, at this stage, promoting the 
objectives of the ANC ju:.t as much as such things as deeds of terrorism. 


Seen from the point of view ot the South African government a successful 
counter-strategy should therefore include actions which are not merely «‘ a 
military nature. What could be simply mentioned in this context is the 
necessity of reducing the ANC's international prestige and the importance 

of neutralizing the revolutionary expectations which the ANC is creating 
internally among the black population. The crux of the situation is therefore 
that all the levels and forms of the ANC's revolutionary actions must be 
identified and efforts must be made for countering the ANC at the military 

as well as the non-military levels.

PROFESSOR DISCUSSES RISKS OF DESTABILIZATION POLICY

Last week, in the course of the non-confidence debate 
in Parliament, Minister of Defense Magnus Malan pre- 
sented two very interesting government views: 


South Africa should, if necessary, support UNITA, the 
anti-communist movement in Angola, and the National 
Resistance Movement in Mozambique; 


The orchestrated propaganda campaign against South 
Africa by neighboring countries and certain other 
countries is that South Africa is destabilizing 
other countries. 


Prof Deon Geldenhuys, co-professor and chief of the 
Political Science Department of the Rand Afrikaans 
University, treats these two very views in a just 
published article. He comes to the conclusion 

that although it would be naive to expect that South 
Africa would give up the choice of a destabilization 
policy, the dangers entailed in such a policy are very 
formidable. The article appeared in the most recent 
issue of POLITIKON, a political science periodical. 


Although the involvement of South Africans in the attempted coup d'etat in 
the Seychelles was seized in Black Africa as a chance to prove that South 
Africa is attempting to destabilize other countries, such a policy would be 
fraught with formidable dangers for South Africa. 


Some of the dangers are: 


The target country's government will quite possibly become more inimical and 
irreconcilable and the existing leaders of the country will possibly be 








replaced by a cadre of leaders who are more aggressive and obstinate. The 
target country would certainly bring destabilization up for consideration 
before the community of nations. South Africa has already been carrying the 
stigma of aggressor in the council chambers of the United Nations for a long 
time. Proven aggression provides grounds for the Security Council oi the 
United Nations to impose punitive measures against a country; 


South Africa's international prestige will be suffering another blow; 
Great instability in a neighboring country could spill over into South Africa; 


Quite possibly the target country will request military aid from abroad to 
oppose South Africa; thus Cuban troops, East German advisors and Soviet 
weapons will probably be teamed up against South Africa. Possibly, help 
may also be «asked from other African nations such as Nigeria and Libya; 


If this happens it will no longer be a struggle between two countries. It 
would contradict those South African hawks' opinion to the effect that such 
a thing would not entail dangers for South Africa if the target countries 
resources and attention are taken up with the maintenance of internal 


security; 


A military clash may not be limited to South Africa and the target country. 
Neighboring countries may become involved voluntarily or through the dynamics 
of the conflict. This could become a "Lebanon-case;" 


If it were possible to establish a government acceptable to South Africa in 
the target country, the new government could end up experiencing strong 
resistance from the population, so strong that South Africa could possibly 
be asked to lend assistance. This would end up making "white Cubans" of 
South African soldiers in a neighboring country; 


If destabilization degenerates into a regional clash between states in 
southern Africa this would have disastrous economic consequences. Foreign 
investments would be severely damaged; 


"Therefore a campaign of destabilization could possibly initiate a process 
which cannot be controlled and the course of which cannot be foreseen by the 
aggressor country." So says Professor Geldenhuys. 


Several members of the armed forces and the National Intelligence Service 
knew about the planned coup in the Seychelle. 


A group of former Rhodesian soldiers, then in the service of the armed 

forces, crossed over the border into Zimbabwe for the purpose of freeing 
political prisoners there, according to the armed forces. As a result of 
these incidents African countries deduced that South Africa is trying to 


destabilize neighboring countries. 


Zimbabwe, Lesotho, Mozambique and Angola went even as far as saying that they 
are the prey of destabilization from South Africa. South Africa has carried 
out attacks against the ANC in Maputo and Maseru and against SWAPO in Angola. 





Professor Geldenhuys says that there is no expert definition of the word 
destabilization, because no country is willing to concede that it is employ- 


ing such a thing. 


One country may cry out that it is a victim of destabilization and another 
say that it is only protecting its just interests. One of them may even 
be more vulnerable and easily assert that attempts are being made to 


destabilize it. 


The agressor could manipulate exports to and imports from the target country, 
it can interfere with the transportation facilities between two countries, or 
it may apply very limited military instruments of foreign policy which must 
be carried out with speed and have a strong impact. 


The country which takes the initiative will want to promote, or even force, 
political changes in the target country. It may be that it is seeking 
Structural changes, but it certainly means that it is looking for total 
change in the target country's attitude towards it. 


The aggressor country is possibly a food exporter and the target country a 
member of the Third World very dependent on the aggressor country's food 
exports. The aggressor may decide to stop the export of food to that country. 


It may also decide to support opposition groups in the target country, if 
these are politically more acceptable than the target country's government. 


Such help may consist of aiding the propagation of another political order, 
lending humanitarian aid, or ever provide undercover military aid. 


Finally the aggressor may attack its prey with military force in order to 
overthrow the existing government and install a government to its liking. 


There are deep political and ideological di’ference- between South Africa and 
the other countries of southern Africa. The cause of this tension is South 
Africa's internal racial policy and, in the case of Angola, the South-West 


problem. 


Angola supports SWAPO and Mozambique supports the ANC. Nearly all the 
countries of Africa are in favor of United Nations sanctions against South 
Africa. They want to isolate South Africa and wish to become economically 
independent through the Southern Africa Conference for Coordination of 


Development (SACCD). 


This is the road to economic freedom undertaken by these countries, a road 
with a very definite political purpose. 


The true situation is that black countries are involved in a joint effort at 
destabilizing South Africa. Their objective is to replace the white 
majority rule with a majority government. 
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South Africa says that the attacks by SWAPO and the ANC forma part of a 


"total offensive." 

Pretoria's point of view is that providing a refuge to SWAPO and to the ANC, 
as well as the presence of the Cuban and of other communist forces in the 
neighboring countries, are examples of the efforts at destabilizing it. 


Since the late sixties South Africa has maintained a policy of peaceful 
coexistence and from 1970 on it has been inviting black governments to con- 
clude non-aggression treaties with it. 


The striking feature about Angola, Mozambique, Lesotho and Zimbabwe is that 
considerable opposition is staring each of them in the face. In Lesotho 
Chief Leabua Jonathan carried out a coup d'etat in 1970 when he delcared the 
election invaiid and took over the government. 


[t is impossible to adduce unequivocally that South Africa is not engaging 
in destabilizing attempts in Black Africa, so says Professor Geldenhuys. 
Legislation makes it impossible to get official information on armed forces 


actions. 


In Angola it is almost a certainty that South Africa, in one way or the other, 
is providing undercover aid to UNITA. 


Rumor has it that South Africa is also lending military aid to the Mozambique 
National Resistance Movement (MNRM). The favorable publicity which the MNRM 
is getting on South Africa television leaves no doubt that South Africa is 
well disposed towards this movement. 


The Liberation Army of Lesotho (LAS) has to travel over South African 
territory to get to Lesotho, but there is no reliable evidence that South 


Africa is collaborating with the LAS. 


However it is known that members of the Basutoland Congress Party (BCP) are 
recruiting the support of migrant workers in the mines of South Africa against 
the Basuto National Party of Chief Jonathan. 


Zimbabwe asserts that South Africa is trying to destabilize it by exercising 
economic pressure, by providing military training to opponents and by 
infiltrating teams of saboteurs into the country. 


It is very possible that South Africa has undertaken economic measures against 
Zimbabwe, but surely oniy for a limited political objective and much less for 


destabilization. 


It is also certainly possible that South Africa has exercised economic 
pressure on Mozambique and Lesotho, because of the absence of diplomatic 
channels between these countries. 


It may be that economic pressure is viewed as an effort at destabilization 
while the "destabilizer' is aiming at more immediate and limited objectives. 
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Professor Geldenhuys is convinced that South Africa's foreign policy makers 
consist of a group of hawks and a group of doves. 


He says that the hawks or the covetous want to prevent the neighboring and 
surrounding countries from becoming strong =nd that South Africa can take 
economic measures and can support opposition groups so as to force the 

target government to concentrate its attention in keeping the rebels in check. 


The hawks believe that the neighboring country will then be too weak and 
unstable to threaten South Africa's security. 


The doves tear that South Africa can ill afford to spread instability, be- 
cause of the damage to its foreign relations. 


They are of the opinion that this sort of thing must be employed only in 
imperative situations. In addition the possibility of destabilization from 


South Africa must serve as a deterrent. 


However, Professor Geldenhuys is of the opinion that the doves are attribut- 
ing a very high degree of rationalization to the black countries. These 
countries may very well be keeping the words of Kwame Nkrumah "Seek yee first 
the Political Kingdom" in the back of their heads. 


He believes that the hawks and the doves should come to a compromise after 
heated debates in the State Security Council. 


The most ideal situation is that UNITA take over the government in Angola. 
However, it would also be of advantage to South Africa if UNITA were to be- 
come a part of a national unity government. 


By helping UNITA South Africa could obstruct the MPLA's [one word missing] 
efforts to stay in power in that this would provide South Africa with an 
Opening for getting rid of the South-West Africa p~ olem. 


In Mozambique South Africa would like to see FRELIMO cease its support to 
the ANC. This purpose would be served by giving support to the MNRV and 
take economic measures against Mozambique. 


It is not clear what the objective of destabilizing Zimbabwe could be. That 
country does not fall in the communist sphere of influence like Angola and 
Mozambique. Moreover, Zimbabwe maintains close economic ties with South 


Africa. 


The only possible purpose would be to prevent Zimbabwe from becoming strong, 
economically independent and, as for forces, not to preoccupy itself so much 
with the superior military power of South Africa. 


The only purpose that a campaign of destabilization in Lesotho would serve 
would be to force the government of Chief Jonathan to go back to the old 
roads of friendship existing before 1970. 


South Africa already has so much leverage in Lesotho that a campaign of 
destabilization would simply be unjustifiable.

REGIONAL, COMPANY OFFICIALS CHARGED WITH FRAUD 


Songololo Town Officials

Hated by the People"] 


[Text] For some time, the people of the town of Songololo have been living 

in conflict with the former head of that jurisdiction and his assistant. The 
latter are currently having difficulties for having systematically robbed 

those under their administration. More than once, citizen Totenge Lopemba, 
previously deputy area commissioner and chief of the town, and citizen 
Nsilu-Wa-Matua, chief of the adjoining town of Songololo, had exploited the 
service of groups of the Youth of the Popular Movement of the Revolution (JMPR) 
to commit their barbarity. Animals: goats, sheep, lambs, pigs, etc...were 
wrongly seized, killed and sold. However, the earnings regularly went to 

some unknown destination. In fact, these bigwigs were sharing the loot. 


In addition to this antisocietal activity, these leaders lost their 
self-control. They propositioned most of the daughters of their social 
circle, a number of them are reportedly their lovers today. These officials 
even went so far as to court married women and young girls still in school. 
This outrageous behavior, at the least, angered the people of Sangololo, 

and they appealed to the subregional officials to give a ruling in this 
conflict between the people and their administrators. 


The commission set up by the subregional court at Cataractes not only 
instructed the commissioner of the Songololo area to prepare a list of all 

the victims; it also required that the list be sent to the public prosecutor 
of the higher court at Mbanza-Mgungu. The subregional commissioner was more- 
over surprised that Deputy Area Commissioner Totenge was chief of the town. 
The leader of Cataractes subregion regarded this appointment as bizarre, since 
the subregional court was not aware of it. The matter is thus worth following 


up. 


Meanwhile, although the chief of Songololo town was suspended after the 
commission's investigation, the people are wondering who can save them from 
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their administration. The people say that there are still too many black 
sheep among the Songololo administrators. 


This is an affair to keep track of. 


Mbandaka Fraud Cases

[Text] Four regional division chiefs of the Public Administration in 
Mbandaka have confessed. They are accused of misappropriation of funds in 
their respective divisions. 


During the past week a colleague in authority had made sensational revelations 
about the allocation for public services. He said that certain division 
chiefs had been guilty of mismanagement and presentation of false invoices. 

Of these, the public prosecutor has arrested the regional medical inspector, 
the regional division chief for taxes, the regional division chief for 
primary and secondary education, and the director of the Central Prison. 

The figure mentioned thus far is about 1 million zaires. 


Investigation is continuing in other divisions, where sources indicate that 
management is neither good nor satisfactory. This situation had been 
predictable ever since the past year. Our only fear at the moment is that 
the prosecutor general will be overwhelmed by the volume of misappropriation 
cases in public services of the Equateur region. 


Charges Against GECAMINES Officials

ANALYSIS OF ECONOMIC POLICY PRESENTED

(Article: "Zairian Economic Policy: A Brilliant Exposition by the First 
State Commissioner" ] 


[Text] Any policy is essentially moral. Nothing can be 
built unless political action is based on a set of values 
that give the undertaking its true dimension and, at the 
same time, a wider scope and greater effectiveness. 


It is true that a country needs a program of action to 
determine its main options and define the means for their 
implementation; nevertheless, the men who are to implement 
such a program must above all be indefatigable apostles 

of the good and intractable protectors of ideals such as 
justice, truthfulness, loyalty and integrity. Under pre- 
sent conditions, these values are the only possible choice 
if the country's image is to be restored and economic re- 


covery achieved. 


It is not a coincidence if the first state commissioner, 
Citizen Kengo Wa Dondo, made a point of reminding the 
Zairians, through the members of the National Associa- 
tion of Zairian Enterprises (ANEZA), of the values that 
must be theirs if they are to contribute to the success 
of the modernization initiated by the ;resident-founder 
and implemented by the Executive Council. 


On this occasion, the first state commissioner opened a 
dossier of vital importance, that of Zaire's economic 


policy. 


With remarkable precision and objectivity, Citizen Kengo 
Wa Dondo made a rigorous analysis of this dossier. This 
analysis deserves special attention, not only from the 
authorities, but also from the social partners and all 
militants in the Popular Movement of the Revolution [MPR]. 
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To provide a better understanding of the economic policy 
which is about to be implemented in Zaire under the 

chief of state's recovery program, we are publishing below 
the text of the brilliant exposition made Friday night 

by the first state commissioner. 


Citizen President, 
Citizens, Messrs Businessmen: 


[t is a great pleasure for me to be the guest of your association at this 
dinner, as it gives me a first opportunity to meet you, only two months 
after my appointment as first state commissioner. 


I am pleased to have been given that pleasant and useful opportunity to 
start a dialogue--which I hope will prove fruitful and positive--with 
enterprise managers as yourselves. 


At the start of this year, I shall first imitate you, Citizen President, 

in availing myself of this opportunity to express my thanks for tke New 
Year wishes you were kind enough to send to the Executive Council. I shall 
reciprocate by offering my best wishes for yourself, your members and the 
prosperity of your enterprises. 


Citizen President, Citizens, Messrs Businessmen: I am aware that the econ- 
omic situation of our country at the start of this year remains difficult. 


As the president-founder of the MPR, the president of the Republic, pointed 
out in his opening speech at the Third Ordinary Congress of the MPF, we are 
still living under economic conditions marked by scarcity in production, 
supplies and domestic exchanges. 


Far from being discouraged, we would like at this time to address, through 
ANEZA, all Zairian businessmen, as they are privileged partners of the 
authorities in our recovery efforts. 


Indeed, we view the enterprise as a privileged setting for creation, the 


propagation of wealth and the valorization of Man through work. And it is 
a great pleasure for me to note that Zairian enterprises are very much aware 


of this heavy responsibility. 


Your speech, Citizen President, strengthened us in the conviction that ANEZA 
is ready to assume this responsibility. 


Zairian Economic Policy 
Citizens, Messrs Businessmen: 
In spite of a difficult international and domestic economic environment, 


our country 1s reaffirming its economic policy which was and still is based 
on an open-door policy, economic independence and concerted liberalism. 
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This policy is an option which we intend to preserve, for it reflects our 
desire to orient our development according to our own needs and to express 
our faith in private initiative, both domestic and foreign. 


The recent measures adopted by the Executive Council to ease restrictions 

on agricultural and industrial prices, to authorize imports without the 
purchase of foreign currencies, to ease trading restrictions on the artisanal 
gold and diamond production, and to allow the management or the capital o 
certain public enterprises to be placed into private hands are all part o 
the implementation of our policy. 
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In pursuing this policy, the authorities will strive to promote a political, 
social and economic climate that will enable economic operators to do their 
best in our joint efforts. 


There is no law but that of effort to pull ourselves out of the difficult 
economic circumstances which have slowed down our growth. 


In this effort, we shall be all the more able to rely on others as we our- 
selves shall have put our own affairs in order. 


Citizens, Messrs Businessmen: 


Practicing what it preaches, the Executive Council has just completed a 
program of action that it intends to implement rigorously during 1983. 


On 5 January, the president-founder of the MPR, president of the Republic, 
indicated the main lines of this program; they are as follows: 


- reorganization of economic management; 
- support for production activities, in particular in agriculture; 
- regional decentralization. 


The reorganization of economic management has already started in the public 
sector through rigorous compliance with the budget and systematic sanctions 
for acts of deliquency and indiscipline. 


The renewal of the board of directors of public enterprises and the revival 
of control organs, both for the Executive and the Legislative Councils, also 
tall within the scope of these measures. 


In addition, specific actions will be taken in public enterprises, especially 
with respect to their competence in doing their jobs and in making substantial 
contributions to the state budget. 


The Executive Council will manage public property according to principles of 
credibility and effectiveness, through a rigorous, reliable and open-and- 
above-the-board management. 


indeed, the weakness of our economic management is the main grievance which 
our social partners and lenders have against us. 











This weakness is apparent both when decisions are made and when they are 
implemented and coordinated. 


To remedy this situation and end the disparity between our efforts and the 
limited resources available, the Executive Council decided to improve the 
coordination of its efforts, especially through rigorous budget management. 


To this end, the state budget will be our working tool par excellence and 
the keystone of our economic recovery efforts. 


In a first stage, therefore, we must control all budget parameters concerning 
scheduled receipts and expenditures and the mobilization of resources for 
productive work. 


Controlling the implementation of the budget and imposing severe sanctions 
on those who misappropriate public funds are the first steps on the long 
road that will lead us to the restoration of fundamental economic balances, 
which are so necessary if our enterprises are to prosper. 


Citizens, Messrs Businessmen: 


The second stage in the Executive Council's program of action deals with 
support to productive activities and gives special status to the enterprise 
as a center where progress 1s created through productive work and from which 
it radiates. 


Zaire has one inexhaustible production factor which is just waiting to be 
tapped: Work. 


Through its activity, the enterprise will restore the worth of productive 
work and create jobs as well as wealth. 


Citizens, Messrs Businessmen: The Executive Council wishes to see in Zaire 
sound and prosperous enterprises that will invest and, therefore, create 


jobs. 


The prosperity of our enterprises, Citizens, Messrs Businessmen, wil also 
enable the state to reorganize its management, as it derives its means 
essentially from taxes and customs duties. 


Sound and open enterprises which operate according to business ethics will 
guarantee the success of the state's program of action. 


Unforcunately, this has not always been the case in the past few years. In- 
deed, it is unfortunate to note that the recent development of the Zairian 
private sector took place essentially at the expense of the Treasury. 


Compliance with economic laws is a moral and legal obligation for the enter- 
prise, It should not try to evade taxes--elther through false tax returns 
or through corruption and the misappropriation of public funds. 














when it comes to exporting, many members of your association make themselves

puilty of direct or indirect fraud through shameful methods. 
puch) fraud results in considerable losses of revenues for the state. [ urge 
you to put an end to it now that the restrictions you used to complain 


about have been eased by the Executive Council. 


At a time when the Executive Council is striving to provide the country with 
a good, sound and honest administration, we want to rely on your cooperation 
to establish sincere and confident relations between employers and the state. 


You said it well, Citizen President, enterprises generate a good deal of the 
foreign currency we all need so badly to honor our foreign commitments and 
improve our domestic market supply situation. 


However, Citizen President, if your members choose not to repatriate much 

‘£ this toreign currency, they will weaken the state, which they need to 
protect their operations and provide a framework for them, and from which 
they expect every day to recelve the very same foreign currencies they need 
to continue their operations. 


The same 1s true of contracts between enterprises and the state, for which 
several businessmen have been taken to court recently.

Doing business with the state," Citizens, Messrs Businessmen, has become 


a source of undue profit. 


Fictitious or illicit contracts have been signed with the state for uncon- 
scionable amounts by dishonest businessmen using corruption, forgery and 
the trading of favors, and some of them belong to your honorable association.

To help you in your thoughts, I shall take the liberty of offering a few 


suggestions tonight. 











The Enterprise: Part and Partner of Progress 


Citizens, Messrs Businessmen: 


we have heard a lot about "miracles": "the German miracle," "the Japanese 
miracle," "the Ivorian miracle." In the 1970's, we could talk of the 
"Zairian miracle": a miracle that brought about the start of true develop- 
ment, spectacular industrialization, the awareness that we were able to 


undertake and produce goods of international quality. 


Kut fashions will change and when the crisis comes it is good form to say 
that the miracle is over... Yet, it is after crises that all economies in 
the world ponder before making a new start with the benefit of the experience 
acquired during the bad years. 


Zaire has the resources it needs for its economic recovery. We must joint in 
making maximum use of them to meet our people's needs. 


In this respect, we can use the law on national development and the 1982-1984 
agricultural recovery plan as a frame of reference for all initiatives that 
might help increase the production of goods and services, in order to increase 


supplies and reduce inflationary tensions. 
Food self-sufficiency, therefore, remains the primary objective of our agri- 
culture, our industry and our infrastructures. 


Kusinessmen operating in these sectors will be given incentives and support. 
To materialize state support to these enterprises, we shall continue our ef- 
forts under the new agricultural strategy, so as to improve service roads, 
transportation means, farmers' training, agricultural research and 
popularization. 


Road maintenance through manual overhaul, which started last year in the 
south of the country, will be extended this year to the north. To this end, 
90 million zaires have been allocated in the 1983 budget. 


As tor the resources of the Road Office, they have been increased to cover the 
cost of additional maintenance work required on bridges and ferries. 


To tinance agriculture, in addition to creating the Agricultural Credit Bank-- 
which will soon be operational--the Executive Council is reorganizing the 
management of Agricultural Recovery Funds. 


New legal provisions are being considered to clarify relations between the 
Executive Councils and the users of these funds. 


A national commission for the management of recovery funds will be created to 
ensure that these funds are used rationally to benefit productive sectors. 

















The Executive Council is aware of your problems, which result trom the scarcity 
of resources needed to produce the goods required by the economy: there 1s 
1 lack of financial means, raw materials, spare parts, machines, tools, 
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[n reorganizing management, the state would like to rely essentially on its 
own strength, i.e. on domestic resources, in order to restore its credibility 
at home and abroad, show that it is aware of the seriousness of the present 
problems, and demonstrate its courage in tackling them with firmness and 
discernment. 


[ invite all enterprises to do the same, namely to mobilize all resources 
available to them in the country,that can be exploited at short notice without 
requiring toreign means. 


[The development of our agriculture, our forests, our rivers and laxes, the 
use of our agricultural products as industrial raw materials or energy-pro- 
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ducing fuels requires imagination, innovation and some spirit of enterprise. 


We wish to see a revival of the spirit of enterprise, the spirit of adaptation 
to difficult conditions and of struggle against unfavorable natural conditions, 


whether climatic or other. 


Certainly, the state shall remain your natural ally and will help you as much 
is it can as long as you show some creative imagination and effort. 


Citizens, Messrs Businessmen, are we able to return to effort, to quit the 
easy way of fictitious contracts, fraud, tax and customs-duty exemption? Let 


us take an example on the businessman of long ago, whose cloth was made of 
cotton from Uele or punga from Nsangi. 


Today, the state must provide foreign currency to import cotton or unbleach- 
ed cloth. Gentlemen, Citizens Businessmen, you complain about the lack of 
toreilgn currency revenues that would allow you to import spare parts, raw 
materials, etc.; but, foreign currency is not generated spontaneously. Un- 
like you, Citizens, Messrs Businessmen, the Executive Council is not an 
exporter. Twenty years ago, Zaire used to export, almost in equal propor- 
tions, agricultural products and minerals. 


The continued deticit of our balance of payments is forcing us to have re- 
course to loans permanently. 


We Cannot keep that up, or we will jeopardize the economic reorganization 
we have undertaken. 


Our exports of goods and services must pay for our imports. 
fo achieve this, [ suggest that we do two things: 


veness; 
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To improve our competitiveness, we must first achieve control over your 
business costs, adapt our production to international demand, and make 
more systematic use of the services offered by supervisory organizations 
ind organizations providing assistance in promoting exchanges. 


[ am thinking of your association, the Office for the Promotion of Small 
and Medium-Size Enterprises, and the Zairian International Trade Center, 
whose efforts must be better coordinated mor dynamic as far as foreign 
trade is concerned. 
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country on its shoulders, although our land and our underground, our flora 
and our fauna could adequately supply many of our industrial needs and most 
of our consumption. 


Today, GFCAMINES [General Quarries and Mines Company] is carrying the whole 


You say that you cannot increase your exports because the state levies taxes. 

{ shall answer that no country in the world is without taxes, and that the 

i xecutive Council has already made great efforts to adopt laws and regulations 
that will reduce taxes on exports. 


Still, we are willing to provide additional incentives for enterprises who 
wish to increase their exports and ask for reasonable and realistic measures. 


As far as energy independence is concerned, the Executive Council has just 
started examining a draft policy prepared by the Department of Mines and 


Energy. 


Already. in accordance with the Law on development efforts, we are contemplat- 
ing measures to provide support to some enterprises who wish to convert their 
racilities so as to use fuels that are locally available. We count on inno- 
vative initiatives from your members in this field, so as to reduce our de- 
pendence on foreign supplies. 


Indeed, the cost of imported fuels is such a drain on our resources that it 
could seriously endanger the success of our program. 


We shall also continue our efforts to make optimum use of the huge energy 
potential of our river basin. 


In addition, the enterprise also needs men to manage it, to supervise and 
to produce. Management is essentially a human problem. Developing the tool 
is not enough; man must be motivated by giving a content to the concept of

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In my opinion, it would be futile to expect success 1f we cannot rely on the 
voluntary cooperation of all personnel in accomplishing a task that must 
become, and is, a joint undertaking. 


Our country has a labor reserve adequate to ensure inexhaustible production. 
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(his available labor force must first be put to work, improved through 
perience or training and, therefore, continue its education. 
must see to it, as this 1s a guarantee of continued success and greater ada; 


tation to the nation's needs. 


Many of you have gone around the problem of Zairian personnel qualification 
by hiring expatriate technicians. 

I am not willing to believe that there are not enough Zairian cadres or work- 
ers to fill all the jobs now given to expatriates in Zaire. 


[ would just like to draw your attention, Gentlemen, Citizens Businessmen, 
to the tact that you have often denounced the poor management of public pro- 
perty. [ would like to invite you, as managers, to consider the cost of 
cadres in your enterprises as well as the human dimension of your Zairian 
employees who, they too, need motivation if they are to do their best. 


In this respect, I would like to express the concern of the Executive Coun- 
1l as to the increased burden which the transfer of remunerations represents 
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tor the country. 


For all these reasons, [I believe it would be desirable for enterprises opera- 
ting in Zaire to train Zairian citizens. In doing so, you would not only 
reduce your costs, but you would also help the state save foreign currency. 


Gentlemen, Citizens Businessmen: 

we would like to see greater worth placed on work as a source of satisfaction

and progress, so Zairian businessmen could exploit the country’s natural and 

human resources to produce the goods required to meet as many of o | 
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needs as possible. 


Through the mobilization of our domestic resources and through cooperation 
vith foreign enterprises which are technologically better equipped, we would 
like to conquer our economic autonomy while remaining open to the world. 


In this spirit, we encourage foreign investments which, in cooperation with 
iocal enterprises, are aimed at exploiting our agricultural, mineral, energy 
and human resources. 

In this respect, I would like to point out that Law No 73-009 of 5 January 
1973 on trade provides that some trading activities are reserved for artifi- 
cial or natural persons of Zairian nationality. 


It is the wish of the Executive Council to encourage the development of small 
and medium-size Zairian enterprises coexisting and complementing foreign or 


mixed private enterprises. 


[t is in the interest of large enterprises to encourage that development and 
to stop relying on agents or speculators who have no sales premises, are not 
listed in tke trade register and whose operations are restricted to handling 


invoices. 
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The presence of an effective network of small and medium-size enterprises in 
the economy could not only improve distribution, but also make it easier to 
implement a responsible price policy. 


Citizens and Messrs Businessmen: 


[he Executive Council did ease restrictions on agricultural and industrial 
prices in order to stimulate the production of these goods. 


In doing this, 1t demonstrated its trust in enterprises and these now have the 
heavy responsibility of setting profitable prices that will also be equitable. 


The enterprise should never forget that 1t assumes a share of responsibility 
In preserving social balance and political stability. 


Setting prohibitive prices at a time of reduced wage increases could result 
in social tensions that would affect the enterprise itself. 
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[ invite your association to make sure that all your members are kept aware 
of their responsibility. 


Ir we are to have a sound price policy, I believe we should return to the 
specialization of activities which we used to have. 


Confusion among the trading profession will encourage speculation and be 
detrimental to truly enterprising businessmen. 


in my opinion, it is ANEZA's duty to help us reorganize tke trading profession 
through a sectorial specialization of economic operators at several levels: 
domestic trade, foreign trade and production. 


Another factor on which I would like to draw the attention of businessmen is 
the loss of confidence in bank money due to the great number of bad checks 
that are being written. 
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Under Zairian law, writing a bad check is sufficient ground to be declared 
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bankrupt. 


Indeed, when a businessman writes a bad check, this can be interpreted both 
as a proof that he has stopped paying his debts and as a proof that he is no 
longer solvent.

RFSOLUTIONS ON MEDICAL COOPERATION WITH EGYPT 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 9 Feb 83 pp l, 8 


[Article: "Zairian-Egyptian Medical Cooperation: Delegation From Faculty of 
Medicine at Alexandria Has Left Kinshasa" ] 


[Text] The Egyptian delegation from the Faculty of Medicine of the University 
of Alexandria, which has been visiting Zaire, left Kinshasa on Tuesday 
(8 February] for Burundi. 


During its visit to Zaire the Egyptian delegation was engaged in establishing 

the basis for cooperation between the two countries in the fields of public 
health and university training. The delegation had a series of meetings with 
responsible officials of the Ministry of Health and the Ministry of Social 
Affairs and authorities from the University of Kinshasa, before visiting medical 
installations in Kinshasa and Kisantu in the Lower Zaire region. 


A series of resolutions marking the end of the visit by this delegation to Zaire 
was signed on Monday evening [7 February] by Professor Rafik Zaher, dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine of the University of Alexandria, and Dr Bele Binda, chief of 
the anesthesia and resuscitation service at the Faculty of Medicine of the 
University of Kinshasa. 


These resolutions, which will be submitted to the two governments for their 
agreement, concern cooperation in the public health and university training 


sectors. 


In terms of public health the Zairian delegation expressed a desire to see 
Esyvptian doctors assigned in at least groups of four (one surgeon, one obste- 
trician-gynecologist, an internist, and a pediatrician) to medical training 
programs in various regions and subregions of Zaire, where they will work for 
a period of three years with their Zairian colleagues, with the possibility of 
a further extension of the period of assignment. 


In the hospitals where they will be assigned, Egyptian doctors, the document 
emphasizes, will come under the representative of the Executive Council for the 
coordination of health policy and management.

In terms otf university training the two delegations agreed on the following 


proposals: 


--The possibility for Zairian students to undertake medical and dental studies 
in the Faculty of Medicine of the University of Alexandria, with scholarships 


granted by Egypt to Zaire; 


--Facilities for Zairian doctors and dentists to undertake specialized study 


in Egypt; 


--The Egyptian delegation expressed the hope that a group of Zairian experts 
would visit Egypt in response to an invitation which had been extended. The 
expenses for the travel of these experts would be taken care of by the Faculty 


of Medicine of the University of Alexandria.

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GOALS, RESPONSIBILITIES STRESSED AT AZAP COUNCIL INSTALLATION

Article: "Installation of the Administrative Council of AZAP; Ceremony 
Presided Over by State Commissioner for Information"] 


(Text] Dzambulate Kande, commissioner of state for information, culture, and 
the arts, on Tuesday (8 February] presided over the official installation of 
the members of the Administrative Council of AZAP [Zairian Press Agency] at the 
headquarters of the agency. AZAP is headed by Ramazani Baya, president and 
delegate general. 


Taking part in the ceremony were several well-known personalities, including 
Elongo Pene Ongala and Ngoma Tanda-di-Makwala, respectively secretary of state 
for the Ministry of Information, Culture, and the Arts and president and dele- 
gate general of OZRT (Zairian Office of Radio and Television Broadcasting). 


In his speech on the occasion the commissioner of state for information, cul- 
ture, and the arts recalled the role played by the Administrative Council and 
indicated that Article 10 of the Law of 6 January 1978 gives the Administrative 
Council very broad powers to perform all acts of administration and to make 
decisions related to the social purposes of the agency, and in particular the 
acquisition and sale of property, the purchase of shares, the performance of 
transactions and the award of concessions, and the preparation and presentation 
of the balance sheet of the agency. Article 11 of the same law provides that: 
"The Administrative Council delegates to the Management Committee all powers 
necessary to allow it to manage the ongoing business of the agency, to determine 
the directives for its management, and to watch over their implementation." 


Now, the commissioner of state continued, the social purpose of AZAP is the 
collection and distribution within Zaire and abroad of "correct, complete, and 
healthy" information likely to promote the development of the country and serve 
to the international credit of Zaire. In carrying out its mission AZAP must 
take into account the level of education of the masses in terms of the Zairian 
people and to do everything possible to protect itself from either legal or 

de facto control by any ideological, political, or economic group or by any 
other pressure group. 








Speaking particularly to agency administrators, the commissioner of state said 
that they should act in close relationship with the achievement of the social 
mission of the agency, by providing it with the means necessary for the diffu- 
sion of intormation, in written or photographic form, which is simultaneously 
interestiny, educational, and likely to mobilize the people. 


He said: "Your role in no sense amounts to providing the Administrative Council 
with a kind of moral statute unconnected to the technical task of management or 
to diluting its responsibility by delegation to one of the directorates of the 
avency. Through the Administrative Council's obligation to prepare the complete 
accounts of the enterprise as a whole and to prepare a balance sheet of its 
activities it exercises control over agency operations." 


The speaker emphasized that the agency has no type of police authority and no 
administrator charged with police operations over others or over the agency. 


Dzambulate Kande stated that the Ministry of Information, Culture, and the Arts 
is convinced that under all circumstances, fully aware of the ideals wnich the 

revolution has assigned to all its activists and particularly those whom it has 
placed in certain kev posts, our Administrative Council "will not only be com- 

petent but also responsible and supportive of the revolution." 





He congratulated the members of the Administrative Council for the contiidence 
which President Mobutu has placed in them by appointing them administrators of 
an agency in which he has great hope for the continuation of the revolution. 
The speaker promised the support of his ministry for the success of their 


« fforts. 


Dzambulate Kande then presented the members of the Administrative Council of 
\ZAP, composed of the following: 


--President: Ramazani Baya, president and general delegate. 


--Administrators: Essolomwa Nkoy ea Linganga, Bondo Nsama, Zere Makangila, and 
“Malu Wa Koni. The commissioner of state said that two additional administra- 
tors/directors will be appointed in the near future. 


For his part ramazani Beya, president and general delegate of the Zairian Press 

Agency, after having thanked the commissioner of state for information, culture, 

and the arts, said he was convinced that the Administrative Council would have 
oositive etfect on the functioning of AZAP. 


He said that this involved: "Not only protecting the achievements of the past, 
however impressive they might be, but also leaving the beaten path. In those 
difticult times only the capacity to imagine new solutions and to innovate will 


if 
allow us to overcome the limits which the present crisis imposes on the differ- 
ent sectors of national life." 


Ramazani Baya continued: "To do this, wegyst graw on the strength of the 
virtue of self-sacrifice which will generae@ the effort in which the political 
leadership of the country invites all active forces to participate in order to

make economic recovery succeed."
